A LTHOUGH it may appear prefumptuous to anti- 
*^^ cipate any of the dccifions of pofterity, it feem3 
tiot improbable, that, a century hence, theprefentniay 
^be denominated the age of tafte. Tafte is a word 
which occurs more frequently than any other in all 
our printed annals; and our pofterity muft natural!/ 
imagine that i| wa&Va principle which in our times ' 
pervaded all animated pature and iill moveabfe art. 
What it' IS, thofe^who come after iis may be as much 
at a jofs to 4ei5ne, as we are ourfelves ; but that it Is 
fomething, and a very important fomcthi.ng, they 
mil ft conclude from every fpecies of evidence- 
It would, l>owever, -be prudent in us to afford our 
children's ci^ii^renfome data by which they might 
form an Idea of this univerfal principle or paffion* 
We cannot, it is boped, be wholly inattentive to our 
charai4er in future times j it behoves us^ therefore, 
to remove thpfe perplexities which pbfcure them, and 
muil hereafter render our con^luA paradoxical. .But 
in what manner, v^e can do. this, by what lavvs we 
Ihall reduce our tafte .to a common fiaiidard, by what

means We (ball limit the objeAs of tafte, or perfuade 
our fuccefibrs that we have not forgotten the meaning 
of the word^ are difficuM^ which appear infuperable. 
So many ufurpers have arifen to didace in all matters 
of tafte, ai\d to extend its boifndaries^ over perfons 
and things it was never intended to control, that we 
defpair of feeing a regular government eftabliihed in 
place of that revolutionary tribunal^ which changes 
Its laws and regulations, at leafl, every moon, and 
leaves no room for reflexion or'ap{>eal to-origtnftl . 
principles. , 

At this feafon of the year tafte preiides over 
routs, and balls, and dinners. In thefe, we perceive 
that it confiils of (he aggregate of crowxled rooms, 
chalked floors, and variegated lamps. When thefe 
^re defcribed by the able hiftorian whofe proviiice it 
is to record fuch affociations, we fecintoMveall Which 
afiTociation ean give tis. In thofe fpl^ndid^nfettain- 
xnents'which formerly were ^'dehohrlnated -dinners and 
f uppers, but Vhich, by a ' fortunkte coalittoti. kire 
thrown "itito dhe, atid czllcd Jimier^fuppitrsy ttlfte is 
difplayed in an exhibition of artides, fome of which 
isre hot iht'etided, and fome iare'uhfit, to be eaten ; arid 
cxtrethe lafte, or th)at ifehich toerits^^fid receives the 
(dutogiufns of the'hrftbrians abbv^'iri^htiohcfd^ confifls 
in 'the lateneis of the hour of afleniUihg. Htoce 
f6ih€ 'h^ve fup^fed that tafte is 'more partfcttlarly 
cont\efted with midnight, and that the light of the 
ilin, fbffome'ircafons not openly' avowed, Imu8 of late 
y^ars becbihe particularly obnoxious to peribns of 
true tiRe. 

'When'NIve b^e 6nce agreed to' regulate our time 
by the prindij^tc^ of tafte, UisbutaiKght tranlition 
to 'phi6e oUr drefs under the fame control ; but here 
it tnuft be confeffiid we are every day departing far* 
ther and fai^th'er Troin 'ahy thihg Kke a ftandard. A 
few years 'a]go^ tsifte prefcribed Hhat drefs Ihoukl tibt 

only 
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onl^ be applied to decorate^ the perfon, but to become 
an Uitegrai part of the human body j hence the ad- 
dition of cork rumps, wax bdfoms, and other articles 
neceflary to complete the work which Nature had 
very unaccountably left uilfiniflied. But tafte, which 
fometimes eujoins fuperfluities, will occafionaJly deny 
Its votaries common neceflaries; and accordingly 
has JaXely prefcribed that nature^ which by the for- 
mer experiments was fo^nd incapable of improve- 
ment, fliould be publicly expofed, ,and thofe objefts 
difplayed which bad been concealed for near a cen- 
tury before. This is now, in a great meafure, tru* 
tajiey and has been attended with fome very (ingular 
eflFe^s in the manufafturing world. We are ailured 
by an eminent artift, that a drefs may now be made 
fo exceedingly fine and thin> that it may be either 
carried in.^a^ pocket-book, or conveyed by the two* 
penny poft to any part of the town. 

But wJaile this tafte prevails witli the female habi- 
liments, the gentlemen have a rule of tafle peculiar 
to themfelves, and which can bed be dcfcribed by 
laying, that it is the very reverie of the former.— 
With the ladies, it is the objcft to (hew how little wili 
do for dr^fs) with the gentlemen, how much they 
can carry without fatigue. Hence the total ^ifufe of 
filk, linen, and cambric, ai>d the fubftitution of broad- 
cloth and leather. But this too is talle, and as fuch has 
the effefik of law. The lords of the creation have 
tailors and . boot^makers for their preceptors, and 
jockies or coachmen for their examples. With fudi 
indrudlion, how can they he otherwife .than deeply 
learned in affairs of t^fte ? 

In our amufements, we have likewife a tafte ap- 
propriate to them. "This in the drama is no longer 
tlie province of the author, liut of the fcene-painter, 
the fcene-lhifter, and the carpenter ; nor vwuld it 
be'jull to deprive the mufical compofer of his due 
B % ihan^ 
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. fliare in this compound tafle, for he. has done won- 
ders. By drefling the author's (Jialogue fometimes 
in a foleum fuite of fenilbreves, and fometimes in the 
plain garb of minims ; by fometimies helping him 
out with crotchets, and fometimes pricking him on 
with quavers and femiquavers, he has given to grofs 
nonfenfe a refined tafte, and l^as kept incapacity out 
of fight with aflonifliing ingenuity. 

In books, too, there is a tafte not very different 
.from this; for as in the drama our tafte depends on 
.the painter, and carpenter, and the niufician, fo in 
books we owe it to the ftatloner, the printer, the en- 
graver, and the book-binder. The ftationer affbrds 
luperfine wire-wove paper hot-prefled.; the. printer 
fapplies types as fine as copper- plates, ^^ with a ri- 
vulet of tixt flowing through a meadow of margin ;!' 
the binder makes the author pafs for a man of taft^, 
by his clegantiff, compa^. car, Turcic. foL .d^aurat, &q. 
or elegam. re lie en Maroquin^feuU. dories. 

But while every article of life has a tafte affixed 
to it, it cannot be concealed that fome have very 
ferioufly objeded to the 'word; and/ at prefent,. if 
our information be not incorreS:, another is' fubfti- 
tuted which is yet more unintellign)le, and confe- 
quently better aiJapted to general pu'rpofes. This 
is STr.LE. One man lives in a very genteel ftyle, 
while ^inother rode his horfe laft Sunday," in the 
park,, ill a very pretty flyle. Mrs. Siddons's ftyle 
of playing Lady JUachtk is much admired^ but not 
Xivstsi \\kf\\ Mr, Hoby's ftyle of boot-tops. Mr. 
Fox*$ (lyle of oratory is fuppofed to refemble that 
of Demotthenes, but no comparifon has' yet bieen 

found for the ftyk in which Lady 's ball-room 

was chalked laft Wqdnqfday." Few men are mucb 
commended for their prudent cdndu^ in domeftic 
arrangements^ but fome of the moft celebrated he- 

rocs' 
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roes of Bond StretJt are celebrated for doing thincs- i»' 
ftyle. ' ^ - " ' 

So general is the application of thi< magical ^'Ord, 
tliat the nevvfpaper critics have had. a prodigious ad- 
dition., to their neceflary employments, and are fome- 
times expatiating on the ftyle of an epic poem, anci 
fometinies defcanting on the flyfe of a grand dinner ;. 
fometimes examining the ftyle of a treaty, and at 
other, times enlarging on the flyleof afong; fonit*- 
times difplaying' their architeSural tafte on the ftyle 
of a fuite of rooms, and fometimes proving the diver- 
fity of their ^talents in the ftyle of a pas des deux ^^ 
fometimes informing us that a member of parliament 
fpoke in an animated ftyle, and fometimes expatiating 
on the mterefting ftyle of a girl who appeared at the 
Old Bailey for ftealing quart-pots ; fomethnes they 
defcribe the moft ftylifh. drefTes at the Opera, and 
fometimes they repofe on the ftyfe of Madame Reca-" 
mier's bed, or inftruft us in the ftyle which \\'Mf 
changed a. tub into a chariot, and a coach- box into a 
dicky. 

From th^fe fpccim'ens it appears that ftjle may 
ip time accompKft) the abolition of tafte, and that 
upon the whole it may be more fafe and uftful, fince^ 
there are a few who yet remember the old nieaning 
of tafle. It remains, however, to be added, that 
there are fome affairs of high life and lowJife, to 
whfc;h neither tafl« nor ftyle can be apphed. Thcrd' 
18 nothing yet faid to be flfylifli in tlie common difor- 
dcrs to which mankind are fubjeft, fuch as fevers, fee J 
nor have we beafd of *nfiy man of fafliion having a fit 
of the gont in a good ftyle. Nervous compikinls^! 
indeed, are in fome degree conneftwi with ftvFe,vanA 
there pre tafte and elegance \ti the heSic iSu;m^ of* 
which, we bear .frequently. But, in general,. Ipairt is 
not very intcreftingy nor is there any ftandarS of taft^ 
ki agonies. As to death, it has long been ^n^itAdi hrt^

Nor ha» fiyle betn yet extended^ (o tlie affairs of 
the nation ; nobody fpeaks of the fiyle of the Jate 
war (which' indeed was fomewhat cqnfufed; nor of 
tfie late peace. An a6t of parliament has yet nothing 
genteel or ftylifh about it. Nor are the courts of law 
under any order in this refpe£t. We hear now and* 
then of a barrifter giving a flyliOi dinner^ or making 
a ilyliib figure at a maiquerade ; but he deferves none 
of this praife when he addreifes ajury. Our judges 
give no charges in a ftylifh' manner ; and although* 
oriminals are dreffed in fliyle, and " look very intereft- 
ing,'' they are tranfported or hanged in the moft* 
vulgar manner imaginable. It cannot be denied^, 
however^ that fome men, by an eitcefa of attention to. 
the fleeting flyle or taftc of the day, have brought 
themfelves into tbofe iituation? which are extremely^ 
awkward for a gentleman, becaufe nothing ia which, 
be is accomplilned can- be of the leaft fervice*

the boxes. Do not forget to lake with you the ft'ick 
\vhich has ornamented your hand the whole day 5 and 
this (lick, I need not lell you, ought to be ihort, 
thick, crooked, and full of knobs and fnags : iafhort^ 
ju(l fuch a dick as ^011 would expefl to find upon the 
mo(i defperate-iookmg footpad that was ever broughjL 
to Bow Street. There isfomething fo^r^fj^^Z/r/fefl- 
retSfertftlc in this flick, that it forms an important 
article in the falhionable accoutrements of a Lobby 
Lounger I and tnufl by no means be negle6led.

A DEVIL'S ADVENTURES. 
[From the True Briton.] 

IT Is now above four hundred years that I hare to'^ 
^ jouFnpd in this lower world ; and as I did not long 
remain at ^uy fixed poft, I had a^i pppoftunity ^f 
v'ifiting a^reat nlJany people.

5'he cell of Unlverfal TderMtion prefcnted a Angular 
contrail with the title which it bore. Vanity, pride, 
apd the defire of governing, had taken complete pof- 
fe/II^)n of it; 4od \ never met any thing elfe there 
but little defpots, pecvifh and meddling, always ready 
to declare war againil thofe who were not of their 
opinion. The cell of Perfe£fion gave me at firft fome 
pneafinefs, Ucaufe we Devils cannot get cleverly 
through our work iu this lower worldj utjefs there are 

c a people 
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people a little difpofed to adopt the plan of pei^fe^fl^n 
laid down for them by modern metaphyficians. But 
in examining clofely what was paffing in this c^ll, I 
found I haano great reafon for alarm, for the more 
my good man of a philofopher laboured to fumiih 
it with ide^s, the more it feemed to me that he 
emptied it of common fenfe. The cell of Experience 
^ad there, only to make up the number : — I cannot 
tell you what was in it, for I never faw it open. 

After remaining forty years with this philofopher, 
I entered the body of an old poet, whom I hoped to 
remain with until his death ; but I found it impoffible 
to remain above fix months, without running the 
rifle of dyibg with hunger. But that was not the 
only difagreeable circumftance attached to my new 
habitation 5 you know, or you do not know, that we 
Devils take the opportunity, when our bo(ts are afleep, 
to take the air and a little recreation : now, the 
chamber in which he lived was fo fmali, that jH-might 
as well remain in his body, which I conftantly did 
all night. His poor neighbours who lived under him, 
for there were none above him except owls, felt the , 
inconvenience as much as I did, for he would jump 
oat of bed at one o'clock in the morning to continue 
a bad play, the chara^ers and fongs of which he re- 
peatedly fung with fo much vociferation, that it was 
impoffible for any one who lived within two hundred 
yards of him, to fleep. 

It was this man that difgufted me with poverty, 
and, ponfequently, with i|ien of letters. — ^Though I 
was afterwards fufficiently tired of demagogues, be- 
caufe they hajd a great deal of wickedne5, and very 
little common (eqfe; yet, I niuft confefs, that the 
ten years I paffed with them, appeared to me not fo 
long as the fix months 1 fpent with the poet. The 
greater part of the e)^traordinar)r |)erfons I met with 
during that time, in popular focieties, were not very 
y^dl acquainted with good living, and confcquently ( 
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^as always in danger of dying with hunger j and now 
that their kitchen is threatened with a counter-revolu- 
tion, I am glad to decamp and feek my fortune elfe- 
where. If then I wifh now to enter the body of a 
man of property, it is becaufe I am tired of fpare 
diet ; and property feems now fecured in. a way tb^iT 
feaves me no uneafinefs upOn the fubjeft*

THE CONVENIENCE OF COUGHING. 

[From the Sentimental Magazine] 
SIR, 

nPHERE are few diforders incident to the human 
"■ frame, which people feem more defirous of curing 
Chan a tough. For their timidity in this refpeft, I 
never could obtain a proper reaibn. Coughing is> 
unqueftionably, in fome cafes, attended with a degree 
of pain ; but, have we aftually arrived at an age of 
light, and reafon, and philofophy, and yet cannot 
endure a little pain ? Admitting that the pain is on 
fome occafions troublefome; or granting that it is, oa 
thofe occafions, much greater than it has been repre^ 
fented; is there nothing to balance it? Is not the 
pofleffion of a cough, and the liberty of ufing it when 
we pleafe, an advantage of the firft importance? It 
is, indeed, fo valuable a fubftitute for fpeech, that I 
do not fee how we can part with it, without fuppreffing 
thofe opinions which we are not allowed to give i^ 
words. 

The great utility of 4:oughing appears principally ia 

the fpnate^ the pulpit, aqd at the bar. To begin with

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the fcnate. Suppofe k tneinhtt had i*iacle ^ Tpeetfi 
!b long as to become tifefome, and fo Ml as to crtalt 
no intereft, and that Re ftill perfifts in weafiiig out ih^ 
patience of his hearers, what are they to do ? None 
bf them dare to interrupt hitn in words j not even the 
Speaker of the Houfe'himfdf cafrrcqueft hiiti to con* 
chide before he pleafes. What then i^ to be done f 
Why, Sir, halt a dozen, or a dozen of his brethren, 
begin a coughing thorusj which they repeat until ht 
is dotnpletdy put to filence. And it very fortunately 
happens that this venerable affcmbly hold their fittings 
in winter, when coughs art more frequent than at any 
other feafon, and when, confequently, a toetnbcr may 
provide himfelf with this method to reply, at a very 
eafy rate. 

In thethurch, coughing is of cotifiderable lervice. 

If the Rev. Mf * A-- , or the Dean of B , or 

the Bifhop of C , happen to fay any thing which 

feems to allude to a perion or perfons prefent, ihey 
can immediately communicate their opinions to one 
Another by a gentle, tickling cough, ay, and under- 
tland each otnef through a whole dialogue, at thfe 
^xpenfe of the preacher, who thinks, poor man ! thai 
their lungs are touched ; whereas it is only their con-^ 
fcienccs. 

At the bar, during the harangue of fome aWe and 
eloquent lawyer, I have oJUn heard a clandeftine cough 
between his opponent and the jury, which was tranf- 
lated into Tery plain Englifti when they came to give 
their verdift. Wmks aiid nods any pe^fon may dcteft, 
but the language of coughing is confined to yoiir old 
praftitioners. 

In the private intercourfes of life, the advantages of 
coughing have, 1 dare fay, biecn experienced by moft 
perU)ns.who will honour this letter with a pernfal. At

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a cough fuppliei^ the want of words. PriA^e an abfent 
chara&er, and accompany your words with a proper 
ioterniixture of coughing, and the company will im- 
mediately underftand that you mean the very reverfe of 
what yob fay. In another cafe, when a perfon advances 
any thing to which you ane not difpofed to aflent, but 
^trfch,' tor certain reafons, you do not choofe io con- 
tradict, a cough will explain your intention very fully. 
This is particularly ufcful when liftening to what old 
aunts and uncles advance, frbm whom we have great ex- 
pe^atfbns, and who, therefore, muft not be thwarted. 
It will likewife often happen that we are tempted to- 
laugh, and yet muft fupprefs it : this is exceedingly 
painful, efpecially wlien we fee another perfon in the 
fame fitualion. l"he laugh begins involuntarily ; but

who reaHy wondered, that, when taken ill, he had not 
, immediate recourfe to Dr. Bbkis, or Dr. Apo^em, or 
totrtz ether irtfaUiljIe terror of difeafes/ • As to broken 
'Jimbs, owe'woukt think they ^^x■re afJwav"s matters of 
pl^tnedit^tion. A frierid of mrne ftepping haRily out 
of a coach, which feveral hwndreds do every day 
without hurt 6r danger^ had the misfortimc to fall and 
break a leg. Be has often told me that the pain of 
ii^ltkig the litnb, and 'the fubfcqwenl cotifinement, 
would h^fVe been very tolerable, biit for the kind aHm^^ 
^iims of his friends, who had long d^lared open war 
♦againft all fteps 6f coaches, and really wortdered how 
he could be fo fooHfli-as tojump haftily out of a coach : 
** this was what they never did, and what no wife

I was not a Httle diverted, one day, on viewing the 
tuins of the houfci at HatclifFe Crofs, to hear the 
Various fagacious remarks made by tht? other fpaft a tors* 
They couki not conceive how it could be pofliWe that 
« fire could have done fo much miftrhifef in the day* 
time. What was to hinder the inhabitants fronr re^ 
moving their goods ? This, and a hundred other fimHar 
qucftion* and remarks, accompanied by fuitabfe fhtugti 
nods, and winks, convinced me that none arc fool* 
but fufFerers, and it is the wife only who cfcape— ^ 
vnovotdtthle calamities. 

I know I, (hail be told, that the dealers in this kind 
of wifdom mean well. The fame well-meaning isy in 
many inftances, a great enemy to proper afting. A 
mofher bejufs her child bccattfe it falls down ; a ridet 
flogs his horfe becaufe he ftumbJes — and they may, 
for any thing I know, mean well. But I am certain 
that neither child nor horfe will be the better f%x k 
puniftment inflifted ra the heat of paflion, and with* 
out a due confideratron, or any confideration at alf, 
indeed, of the circumftances. 

The truth is, we may fet tvell-meaning^ aidde^ and 
refer the kind of advice I have tlefcribed, to that 
conftanl defire we have to embrace every opportunity 
of difplaying our fiiperior fagacity, at a time when 
we can do it without the rifk'of hieing coUtradiSed. 
A man who had been robbed, or impofed upon, or 
who has received any hurt by carcleffnefs or accident, 
appears a creature beneath ns. We look at him with 
a degree of cotif^mpt ; and the advice ivt give, of 
"which it IB irapoflible he can ftand in needj we give 
■with £ haughty fii<:et, and with a Licit Infinuatioh 
'• ' th^ 
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that he isjrettoo blindly fooli(h to perceive the :caufe 
Qf his misfortune. 

As to tbofe who are fo very ready with their advice, 
after the accident is over, it may be obferved, that 
they are as profoundly filent before it happens. They 
are ai little converfant in the do6irine of chances as 
others ; but if you will tell them how any misfortune 
happened, no people can be more ready to inform you 
of twenty ways in which it might have been prevented. 
There are fome people indeed, who have the happy 
faculty of always forefeeing misfortunes, and who are 
eontent to live a life of fear, if in the courfe of it they 
can be able to boait that they have faved a corkfcrew 
or a handkerchief from the fangs of a pickpocket. 
With thefe people every noife is a houfebreaker ; every 
fmcll is a fire. Caution is unqueftionably neceflary ; 
but excefs of caution comes very near to that diltruft 
in I'rovidence, which a good man would not cherifh, 
imd to that unhappy timidity in which no wife man 
would wifh to live. 

But, that I may not leave the^^ obit advifers in ill* 
Immour, I fhall not dilate upon the fubje£l, but merely 
fubmit to their confideration, whether a grain of good 
advice in ^ time of danger, is not preferable to a bufiiel 
of their fagacity after an accident has happened.

Dean. Why, Sir, I will confcfs that the croffnefjif 
of hodily fiiflering is inconfiftent with thefe fiiotle and 
refined fentioients ; and even hunger, when carried 
beyond a cc rtain pitch, ccafes to be pi£turefqiie, and 
becomes too rude and querulous to harmonize witk 
fi:ch gentle emotions : tliousrh 1 am convinced, that, 
to the fan^Hions of the brani, anxj the operations of 
the intellect,* nothing id fo pbyfically and'moraUy 
conducive as an exclufion from the pleafurgs of the 
tabic. Corporeal temperance is mental luxury : aird 
the Mufe U fooner inebriated with the limpid bever«ige 
of the pure fountain, than with the richcft dratsgntf 
which the grape can afford 5 more pampered with » 
pottage of herbs, than with the choiceft viands that 
were ever thought of by the fbns of fenfuality. But 
I give lip the defence of fafling, fincc it is impoi5b^e 
for me to impart to you a conception of pleafures which 
nature has not qualified you to feel. Let me only 
contend for thofe fober delights which refult from a 
melancholy train of refieftlons, fuch as the penfive 
enthufiafl experiences, when tepoting on the tomb of 
his friend, or when bathing the cold urn of his 
departed wife with tears of delicious forrow.

Curafe. Ala« ! Sir, what you fay may be very trucy' 
and is certainly very eloquent; but I cannot help 
thinJfcing that we caH the fentiHi«nt>- of wfiidi you 
'fpeak, by a wrong nacne: it-is not melancholy, but 
fo diderent a thtn^^ as only to Uve in minds naturally 
ebeerful and unacquainted with genuine grief. You 
taik of the pl^afui^e uf leaning on the tomb of on^ 
that was dear to your bofoui : this founds well in a^ 
iijontidy ; and to wrke a naoaody oa a departed friia^nd^- 
requires this kind of fuppofititiou^adid pr&nitg ibrrow, 
Vtrvmt me, without offence, to a(k if you have any^ 
real'frienxb^ if you have wife or children in the church- 
yard ? Pcrhap« you have ne\fer tried the efiTeSs of a - 
Vrfii to tfaeir tonibn. Alas 1 Sir, I have loll the deareft 
friend on earth; thy Lucy, the^artncr for twenty 
years of all my joy« and troiibles, lies in a corner o£ 
«ur parifb burying-ground, I buried ber in a corner^ 
becaufe I dcfire to pai^ as feldbni as poffible a fpot 
that is calculated to call up in n)y mind pains, genuine, 
unmixed parns, that can never be alleviated. I Iovq 
not to talk of her; I have never written a line about 
her J and as I (ometimes am forced to pafs over he« 
grafly tomb, tears fo little pleafant pour down my 
checks, that I would willingly exchange them for tli*" 
fmiie that (its on the fat unthinking face of a fmirking 
faaberdaiber. 



MISERIES OF A RETIRED LIFE. 
[Fiom the Seatimcntal Magazine.] 
MB. EDITOR, 

npHE advantages of retirement have been expatiated 

■*• upon by many writers on moral topics, who very 

juftly argue that it becomes a rational creature to 

devote fome time to meditation upon paft aiSlions^ of 
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which he is to give an account, and to prepare for 
leaving a world to which he is no more to return. All 
this IS very eafily comprehended, and the many other 
fine arguments in favour of retirement made a great 
impreffion upon me at one time, I {hould have bfeen 
very happy, indeed, to have confirmed them by my 
own experience, had it not been for one little circum- 
ftance of confiderable moment in .order to fettle the 
ifuellion, namely, that after a long trid I have found 
retirement impra£ticable. 

In former days I was a tradefman in the city of 
London, and for many years carried on bufinefs with 
increafinff profperity . I may fay, indeed, that every thing 
fticceedcd which I undertook : while others around 
iiie were driven by difirefs and difappointed fpecula- 
iions, by paper credit and accommodation bills, into 
the Gazette, I fiood firm, and, upon 'Change, was 
tiniverfally reported to be a go$d man. From this cha- 
rafter, you are not to wonder if I very rapidly paiTed 
into that of a warm man; and, in truth, having 
realized feveral thoufand pounds, and advancing, at 
the fame time, toward the down-hill of hfe, I began 
k> be captivated by the beautiful defcriplions prefcnted 
fo me of the happinefs of retirement.* Having few 
relations to interfere with my inclinations, 1 met with 
no obftacles ; I parted with my bufinefs, upon eafy 
terms, tp two induftrious and faithful feivants^ who 
had lived fome years with me, and deferved every 
return 1 could make ; and having purchafed a fmall 
freehold in the weft of England, 1 bade an everlafting 
adieu to the buflle and noife, the fmoke and confu- 
fion, of a vaft and overgrown metropolis. 

It would be unneceflTary to give you a particular 
dcfcription of my country refidence ; fuffice it to fay, 
that it was fituated in a moft pleafant vale/ and pof- 
fefled all thofe advantages which are fo pompoufly, 
and often falfely, trumpeted forth by the auAioneers. 

Here 
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.Here I felt myfelf light as a bird that. has efcaped the 
confinement of its <jage. H«re I expeSed to enjoy 
.the blifsful tranfition from fociety to folitude, from 
.care to eafe, from vexation to tranquillity. But what 
are the hopes, of man ? I had not been here many 
weeks before I difcovered that fomething very eflential 
was wanting ^o fill up the ipeafure of my happinefs ; 
ibmething which 1 could peither beg, borrow, nor 
^uy ; in one word, I wanted fomething to do. In the 
midft of retirement my mind ftruggled for employ- 
ment, and dtagged me back to thofe days when ,1 
knew not the miiery of a vacant hour, and when every 
. hour brought with it its pleafing anxieties or profitable 
engagements. Here were no employment, no calls, 
no avocations ;. here were no goods to look over and 
exa^mine, no fales to attend, no Cuiiom-houfe bufinefs 
to be done, no attendance upon 'Change, no books 
to poft, invoices to fend, or bills to negotiate. Thefe 
kad been the employment of my former life ; and, 
deprived of them, I bad nothing upon which I could 
learn to fix my attention. " It was ver)' fingular,'* 
you will fay, ** that all this never occurred to me 
before," Yet nothing is more certain, than that no 
fuch idea ever entered my head, till I had leifure to 
look my fituation in the face, and contemplate myfelf 
as a foUtary, helplefif, and ufelefs being. 

It was now fuggefted to me, that however true this 
might be, yet it was no more than what had hap- 
pened to others. Gentlemen who retire are no longer. 
to think of bufinefs j they are to partake of fuch fports 
and pleafures as the country affords, and lay up a 
flock of good health and fpirits, prepare a vigorons old 
age, and bid defiance to care and time. This was 
bewitching language, and I lidened to it with con- 
viAion ; 1 entered with fpirit into the views of my 
neighbours; but I foon found that the fports of the ^ 

country ar€; learnt with difficulty,, and followed, with ^/^ 

p 5 ' a very * 
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a very bad grace by a mere ihan of London biifinefs, 
who has reached his grand clitnaAeric. I hard been 
oil my life, even fi^m tny boyifht^ays, an in^^Arioils 
plddder behhid the cotinter aiid the deft ; it cowfd not, 
confec^ently, be very eafy to transform one 'of my 
habits into a man of pleafure and a keen fportfman. 
The firft leffons I took weYe miferably anfuccefsful, 
and aiiended by confequerices more of a painful than 
pieafurable nature : my attempt to follow the hounds 
wa$ attended by a di {location of the (houlder^which laid 
me up for fix weeks ; and, in my firft attack upon a 
covey (if partridges, I put oat my (hould^r again by 
the recoil of my piece. Thcfe vioTent ^mufenlFents, 
in fliort, were not fuited to n>y tafte or capacity, and 
too evidently interfered with my fafety to be followed 
longer. Fifhing, therefore, was recommended as a 
more eafyand fecuredivertion; and I'was foon in(lru£led 
in all the myfterics of baits, and hooks, and bites, and 
worms ; but, as before I had tt>o much eXercife, here 
1 had too little, and had very liearly fallen into the 
river faft afleep; when I gave up this purfuit alfo. 

It now came into my head, efpecially as winter 
approached, that reading would fill up my hours 
agreeably. I never had an averfion to reading, as far 
as I can remember of my early likings and diitikings; 
but I had always found fo much' employment in buft- 
nefs apparently, and perhaps really, more urgent, that, 
for many years, my reading was confined entirely to 
a newfpapcr, with an occafional peep into the London 
Direftory, or the Red Book; and fuch a chain of 
reafoning, or narrative, as other books contain, was 
not fannliar to me. I imputed this, however, merely 
to want of lime; and that obliacle being now re- 
moved, I flattered myfelf that 1 fhould be able to in- 
creafe the advaiitages of retirement, by ll<jriog my 
mind with food for reBe^ftion. Books were accordingly 
provided; but here, as in hunting, firtwng, and fowl- 
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ing, all was new and untrodden groimd. When I had 
eompleted my library, I difcavered that my bookfeller 
had not) and indeed could i>ot^ tenfj^ me what I molt 
wanted, a tafte and habit of reading. Myfleepyfjts 
came oo agaii); and there are few of the eminent 
writers of 4he prefent day (whatever they may think 
of their geaiu$^ whom I have not honoured with the 
Approbation of a n^* 

One fefource was yet kft. I now began to think 
that coiopaay v^K>u)d ferve to divert me, ajid kill the 
<h^vy bours : for that purpofe I cultivated the ac^- 
•qaaintance of an eKteniive neighbourhood. My 
wealth, and I hope my manners, which were at Icaii 
4no0eni}Vf€9 procured me an eafy introdB<5lion into 
many i^reeable families. But hiH-e, ton, I was doomed 
to experience the misfortune of having gone through 
)ifc with one flock q£ ideas, and that a very fmall one, 
** of no ufe4o any perfon but the owner.'' The cQnver- 
fation of my friends turned upon fubjedlg with whicii 
I was lotaHy unacquainted. Now and then, when Hie 
newfpaper came in, I could expatiate upon Loudon 
.politics, and the comparative merits of many great 
London politit^ians. But this could not laft long; my 
ttock of politics was the fnialleft of all my properi\-, 
and I wa* too far fr';m Guildhall, or St. Stephen's 
Cljapel, to procure a frefli fupply. During the greater 
pjirtof my.vifits, I was coiKiemned to hear lone de- 
bates on fubjcsfts fioreign to my^inderftanding. "The 
flate of wheat, barley, and oatsf the modes 9f rcarinf'- 
anU feeding cattle ; the farm-yard and the dairy ; the 
cutting down of .timber, and the planting of potatoes, 
were often difcuffed with great warmth, and at .orcat 
length: but all was unintelligible to me; nor c()uld 
I find a man in the whole parifh who undcrftood anv 
-thing about nainfooks and hiandannoes, fooAiyes and 
tafletiies, and calimancoes, mwflinets or dimities, - I 
tegan to have a very indifferent opinion of theirta- 
I> 6 ' pacjiics; 
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pacities ; I believe they had none of mine^ and it waf 
more than once whifpered in my hearing, that ** your 
Londoners know* nothing out of the found ^f Bow 
bells." 

In this uncomfortable fituation I remained for nearly 
two years; my health became affeded from thelow- 
nefs of my fpirits and the indolence of my ha- 
bit; and 1 know not what might have been the 
confequence, if I had not, at length, taken the re- 
folution to revifit fociety again. I am now moft hap- 
pily and comfortably placed as a partner in that very 
houfe, to which I once bade adieu, as I thought^ for 
ever. I truft I am now cured of a paffion for retire- 
inent; but as I perceive many of my acquaintarices 
liftening to the reprefentations which once deceived 
me, I am defirous, by your infertion of this letter, 
to warn them aga'mft the error. Few men of any 
defcription are qualified to enjoy retirement, or to 
render it falutary. Men of mere bufinefs are the leaft 
of all fo. Their habits, tempers, and talents, arp 
all difqualifications of an infitperable kind. Aftivfe 
employments, connected with fair and honeft advan- 
tages, may prolong their days in health and comfort; 
but to exchange buftle for idlenefs, without the power 
to render idlenefs harmkfs, vi a dcfperale attempt j 
and it is extreme folly, at the decline of life, to barter 
that which may be depended upon, for that which is 
uncertain in the highell poflible d>?gree.

Severos now looked — btit 
i *11 not tatea^i «o defcribe his boks :^^fuffiee it to 
lay, Kfajft erery glafnee of fais eye was a dagger to way- 
i&wA. Had nty ex^ncies been lefs preffing, or bad [^

waited for bts anfwer: but as I hadadvaitood fofar, 
i was tttider a fort of neceffity to proceed. The-ddfired •

'ficuhy, and attended with feme remarks, adtnonttiund, 
'aitd femething even bordering upon reproof, that ihnitt > 
my fedings ro the iafl degree. On this occaii<m, fo

*< ilow will you accoum for the difierisnt fenfationsi 
expertenfced on tbefe feveral occafibvis ?

•that 1 (hall be acquitted of the charge by every man 
•of feeling and fenfibility; and to fucb only would I 
^appeal; for, as to tbofe who are themfelves nnac- 
-quainted with the finer and more delicate fenfations of 
-ihe human bread, and can therefore make no allow-* 
•knee for their operations in others^*-! (hould be a& 
unwilUng 4o appeal to 4hem on ibe-fubjeftpf feufi- 
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hWtiy or gratitnde^ as to a blind man oa the Inh^eSt of 
colours. 

" Let us thto take a review of thofe different tronf- 
a£ttons^ and iexamiAe what fenfattons tbey ihight na^ 
turally be expeS^ed to produce in the bofom of any 
man not quite callous to all the finer feelings of hvr* 
.man nature* 

** By Prefto's in^niediate refuial I AVas at once re- 
lieved from the pain and anxiety of fufpenfe* Even 
this I confidered as a favour, eipecially as the refufal 
was accompanied with expreflions of friendfliip, whofe 
^icerity I had no reafon to call in queftion* And 
befidej>, ttiy wifli was inftamly gratified on making 
applioaiion to Allegro: fo that, in faft, Prefto benefited 
nie more eflentially by refufing me on the fpot, ^han 
he could have done by granting me the favour afttr a 
week's delay. 

*** Allegro, by fcr\'ing we at once, gave me a foil 
opportimity of deriving wery poflible advantage from 
the favour be cohferred, and thus enhanced its value. 
-And then, his manner ! he appeared to confider the 
favour ab a mere trifle, and to wiib that I fhould con- 
iider it in the fame light. Nay, he feemed to tbif^ 
that it was I who conferred an obligation on him, by 
.^ving him an opportunity of (hewing his frrendfhip. 
Thus he at once fmothered, in their birth, all thdfe pain- 
ful and humiliating refle£lioas, which naturally arife 
in every feeling bofom on foliciting a favour, tmd left 
my heart open to the impreffions of joy, friendftip, 
and gratitude. I felt them in their fulleft force-^I 
feel them flill, and ihall ever be proud to acknowl^rdge 
an obligation to Allegro. 

'* Penferofo, on the- other hand, thought-^ and 

*thougliX — and thought ! — Perhaps, in faft, he never 

once, in my abfence, beftowed a iingle thought-on 

me* or my concerns. In the interval of delay, to fay 

^nothing of the anxiety and uneafinefs of expeSation, 

I fufTercd 
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I fuffered inconyieniences, to which I {houlcl not ha^ve

•conferred, did not fully extricate tne. Had he refufed 
me at once, I (hoHld have immediatdy turned my eye

As he had not refufed me, I had Aill hopes of obtain- 
ing my wi(b. Fear conftantly attends hope, and 
anxiety ever walks hand in hand with fear. My mind 
alternately agitated with hope, fear, and anxiety, I 
determined to wait his anfwer. — ^No anfwer given— 
what 's to be done ? Reveal my neceffities to another ? 
—Mortifying ! — Renew my applicaticm to Penferofa? 
—Equally fo 1 

^ On the whole, however, as Penferofo was already 
made acquainted with my fituation, T thquglu it better 
to fubmit to the mortification o£ applying t& him a 
" fecond time, than to reveal my diflrefles to a thipd 
perfon. With relu6iance I prevailed on myfelf to 
renew my folicitation. My regueft indeed was com- 
plied with ;. but obferve — the favour granted me was 
exa6Uy af fuch a nature and* confequc^ice, that the 
pleafure refuUinc from it was but barely fufficient Iq- 
counterbalance the pain and uneafinefs I had feltfrom^ 
the delay, and the mortification which attended the 
renewal of my requeft* — What room her« for gra^ 
iitude ? 

" Had Penferofo, when at length he did grant my 

requett, apologized for the delay — had the accents of 

friendfhip burii forth from his lips — had benevolence

them bloflbm to maturity. Nothing of this kind 
attended the interview with Penferofo : quite the con- 
trary. I retired therefore with the revolution of— 
difcharging the debt as foon as in my power. When 
that duty was performed, I looked upon myfelf as 
exonerated from all further claim on his part, and 
obligation on mine* 

** The fervice, indeed, which Severus rendered mc, 
was of fuch magnitude, that the delight and fatif- 
faction arifing from it would have been more than 
fufficient to counterbalance the uncafinefs and chagrin 
which I had unavoidably experienced during the in- 
terval oC fufpenfe, and the pain attendant on a fecond 
and even a third application. But unfortunately 
Severus would not funer me to incur a debt of grati- 
tude.-^In the very afl; of conferring, the favour, he 
threw fo much additional mortification into the one, 
fcale^ which was already but too heavily charged, as 
to make it outweigh all the pleafure and fatisfa£):ion 
that were in the other. Having therefore fairly fum* 
roed up the account in my own mind, I found there 
cems^ined, in his favour, a balance of— pain and dif- 
guA. This pain and difgufl he had, if not wantonly, 
at lead unneceffarily fubjefted me to 3 I therefore cre-» 
dited the balance to his account. 

** Thus it has happened that Severus, in renderios 
me a confiderable fervice, diminiihed my efteem and 
friendfliip for him; whereas Allegro, by a trifling 
obligation, took immoveable poiTeSion of my heart i 
and Penferofo, although he conferred a favour, did not 
make greater advances in my friendlhip than Prefto 
in refufing one. 

*' On the whole : from the obfervations I have 
made through life, I am thoroughly convinced that 
real ingratitude is not fo common among mankind as 
fuperficial obfervers are apt to imagine. And I think^ 

that 
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that Piny ptrfofk whti is it all ?tticfu»inted with thcfecree 
fp^rings or hu^an aprons, and has carefully nouced^ 
thtj condfcift of thofe around himy mtift acknowledge^ 
that, for one man who is Cifigratefail throcigh warn of 
principle, twenty will be fo\ind,'who^ though othet- 
vrife of grateful difjpofitit)n8, ffeel their gratitude frozen; 
by the cold> unfrteiidty tnanner iri which favours arc 
conferred, or fuffered to peri(h, through the delaysy 
rrfafl:aftce, am! hefltatioti of thofe wbe confer them. 

** Alnioft every man knows fi^om experience^ that 
the delay of fen airfwer to a requeft, or of the pet- 
fb^riWaftcfe of a proftiife, keeps the eKpt&VLtit in fuf*- 
pettfi^ 5 fafpehfe w attended with ataJciety and pain ^ 
dftti the trmt&mn ftom the feeling of pamtxx the &elw 
ihg of refentment agaiftft the perfon who caxtfes it, 
is fo eafy stnd ithpitueptthlt, that when> by iaiftyeee£» 
firry delay? and |)frocra(li«ialfon^» the pain 2ind an%kty 
is toniin^ed, we need not be furpriied if a'degnee of 
— 'I '11 not ven*»i« lo^ fay * refenttnent,' but at leaA. 
cbldnefs, proportioned to the degree of pain, ihoold 
fonletitnes happen to fpring up in the bofom aloAg; 
Vvith it. . 

" The heart of man is a fertile, luxuriant foil 5 le(> 
any paffion once tak;e root there, it foon flourifties and 
gathers flrength : and unhappily the evil paffions^ 
like noxious weeds of every kind, are but too apt to 
flourifli without the labour of cultivation* This cool- 
fkefs, therefore, or, if you pleafc, refentment, the 
longer it is nurtured by hefitation and delay, (Irik^a 
the deeper root, and branches ot?t the farther. And 
when at length the expeftcd favour is conferred^ what 
tffefil does irproduce ?-^If conferred in a delicate and 
friendly manner, it may perhaps calm the uneafy fen- 
fations Which took their rife during the interval of 
delav ; biit as to gratitude, it cannot be expefled ta 
produce much of tba*,. unlefe it be a^favour of vefjr 
great confequence indeed. .Bat if, on the contrary, 

^the 



the fong-expcAcd favour, however grealf it? valiie ted 
confequence, be cowferred in a harin, indelicate, de- 
grading manner, though the neceflities of the receiver 
may force him to accept it, yet, in the arrceplance, he 
muft feef an additional mortification, which,, added to 
his former difagrerable fenfations, cannot but ftifl^r 
artd fraothcr all ideas of gratitude that might, for the 
moment, attempt to force ihemfelves into his brcaft.j 
and can le'ave nought behind but difguft and refent- 
ment. in a word, he will be no more obliged to the 
perfon who renders him fucb a fervice, and in fuch a 
manner, than a hungry beggar would be to^the man^ 
who, on bciTig alked for iood, ihouild in a palScrt 
fling 8 hard cruil in his face^ and knock out bia teetk 
wirh it/'

accidents, ivhich prevented him from fuperihtendii^ 
his liafv^fti Peter had juft heard thns^ and wais, wheii 
I met hun^ baftemng, unafted, and on foot, to AU 
Iegro*s farm, at the diltance of ten miles, to aflift bis 
friend, in return for the favour be had received from 
him forty years before.

THE NEW COMEDY AT THE NATIONAL 

THEATRE. 

[From the Times.] 

TPHE Meh-dramty which was performed for. the firft 

-^ time this feafon on the 24th utt. upon the re-opcn- 
ing of this Theatre, has been fo variouily fpoken of 
by the critics^ that it reauires fome courage to form 
and to publifh aright juogment of. that extraordinary 
piece. Thefe difKcuItit» are much tncreafed by the 
peculiarities of the Theatre, in which that judicious 
part of an audience, the P///, is not to te/ound, and 
where the Jffis m the Gallery are prohibited fron^ 
braying. We are thus left without the ufuat ajjijlanc'ei 
to make up our own comments for ourfelves. 

The Meh-^dramfy like moft of our modern pieces, 
poffefles confiderable merit, allayed by glaring incon- 
fiftencies. The language and fentiments, though la 
general lofty or poetical, are often fo mifplaced, as 
to become ironical in the mouth of the fpeakers. The 
plot is both vulgar and complicated, and the .coarfe- 
nefs of the materials difgufts doubly from thedabo- 
rat^nefs of the work. The preparations for battle in the 
firft aft cannot be reconciled to the' 7i?w/>/^-fcene, in 
which it is folemnly declared that peace is the defire 
of the confpirators, and their fole objeft to be to force 
themfclves into power ! — Beiides the want of dignity 
in thcfe fentimenls, as thecaufe of aftion and ground- 
work of the plot, the proje6t of diSating the choice 
of his counfellors to the Emperor, is too factious and 
revolutionary to take with a Britifti audience. 
The ^haradler of the Chief Ceun/ellor, however^ 
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is admirably drkwn» He appears an equal mixture 
of fortitude and moderation, proceeding from the 
placid contemplation of his own virtues, and the great 
fervices he has rendered to his country. There is no- 
thing too high or too low in the compofition : and the 
great relief with which it appears to be drawn, pro- 
ceeds only from the contrail with other perfons of the 
drama, whofe fentiments are always turgid, while 
their conduct is creeping and'bafe. To bad or pre- 
judiced judges, the conttancy and even dignity of his 
mind, never elated nor depreffed, but equal to it(elf, " 
under every temptation of fortune and every reverie, 
have appeared mawkifl) and ill-coloured. Such critics ^ 
are charmed only by rant^nd rhodomontade, and are 
formed only to applaud the violence and declamation 
which have lately vitiated the public tafte, and cor- 
rupted the Theatre we are fpeaking of. 

The fpeech in favour of the Tyrant is certainly 
ludicrous in the mouth of the great Patriot. The 
dialogue is often trivial, the foliloquies always too 
long, and the bed of them much too romantic or me- 
taphyfical. The harangue of young Buckingham^ 
attempting to perfuade the Senate to re-enthrone his 
relations, is a grofs and vile plagiary from Bichaid 
\}[i^T)\\xdi'&Couftn of Buckingham^ dXiiS, met with ftill 
lefs fuccefs from his auditors. But there is fomething 
fo prepofteroufly abfurd in the teftimony of the copying 
€lerk, to the poffible refolves of the council of Itate, 
that the Houfe was convulfed with laughter, in fpite 
of its difguft, and the piece had very nearly come to 
a premature end. 

For the reft, the principal novjelties are before the 
curtain 5 fome of the new pillars are of the Corinthian 
order, but other capitals of a lefs noble architefiturfe^ 
are very frequently admitted. The Houfe does not 
appear to contain more lights than laft feafon, and 

under 
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under the gafl-eries in particular, the ipe^l^tors^ com- 
plain that they were perfcftly in the dark ! 

The Melo^drame is but indifferently got up : the 
<lreffes are not new^ but, being worn by new per- 
formers, fome of them look rather like difguifes than 
robes of ftate, and others are fo altered, as, in plain 
En^liOi, to look no better than turn'd-coats. The 
paintings are paere varaifh, and the mechanical part 
ftttiful in the extreme !

PARLIAMENT HOUSE.

MH. EDITOR, 

'T'HE complaints which fome members of the new 
"■' Parliament have made refpefting their accom- 
modations in that edifice may oejuft in themfelves; 
but the blame is quite mifplaced^ if any (hare of it 
falls upon the ingenious archited employed by the 
Board of Works.

pieces of tcbnogn^by that can be delineated. I have 
heard of wife parliaments and foolifh parliaments, of 

f>ure parliaments and corrupt parliaments ) but I be* 
ieve no one ever heard of a triangular parliament 
E 4 before^ 
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before, and flill iefs did any otie ever hear of fudi a 
triangle as this. A geometrician could defcribe it 
only by negatives; he would fav it is not an equi later at 
triangle, becai^fe the three (ides are not equal t0 one 
another: it is not an i/ofeeles triangle, becaufe na two 
of the fides are equal to ^ne another. In truth, it is 
incapable of being dejineat^ upon paper, mr ex«> 
plainjird in the gconietrical way by letters ; it is there- 
lore as perplexing to the eye as to the underftanding. 

/fbere is fome talk, indeed, of an eminent furveyor 
being fc-nt for frofn Bath, who is faid to be very fkilful in 
fucb matters; but I doubt this intelligence, as the man, 
it appears, was bred to the fea^ and ferved many years 
on board the Britannia as piht^ until the late florm, 
when he left her; with fome of the reft of the crew, 
and has fince been feen following the hounds in a chafe. 
I know not whether thefe are the qualifications of 
an architeft ; but in the mean time I have troubled 
you with thefe few lines, ihat the country gentlemen 
may no longer be led into a miftake, and blame the 
Board of Works,

NEW DOOR TO THE TREASURY, 
[FroiA the famfc.] 
MR. EDITOR, 

^HE intelligence you have lately communicated to 
"*• us, rcfpefling the building of a new door \o i\\^ 
Treafury^ is highly important. Whether it was really 
wanted is another concern, but every man naturally, 
wiihes that the avenues to the Tceafury may be mul- 
tiplied. 1 hope, therefore, it will not be improper, if 
I foggeft a few hints rnlative to the conftruftion of 
doors in general, which I truft will be foynd applicable 
to the one in queftion. 

It 
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It is a principle in conftru£ting a door^ that it (houkl 
not be upon the ground ; and for want of attention to 
this, it is notorious that fome have gone into theTrea- 
fury at once from the common level. To prevent this, 
there ought to be ?i flight of ftept leading gradually up. 
By Ab means, whoever reaches the door'will have a 
profpeft both befort and behind^ which is very neceffary 
m buildings of the kind we are fpeaking of. 

The ornaments of doors are generally of wood, 
ftone, or marble. The prefent, I think, ought to be 
of wQod^ as correfponding heft with the Turniture 
within \ but I admit that a good deal of gilding and 
iolouring may be requifite. 

The door itfelf (hould be of a due thicknefs, to pre- 
vent its warping \ and it ought alfo (which I fear has 
been negle&ed) to be conftruded of ^tWfeafoned Eng- 
lifh oak. By thefe ineans it will not be eafily forced 
open, as has lately been attempted. 

LafUy^ Sir, let us fay a word as to the breadth and 
height of this door — circumftances of more importance 
tiian the public at large may be aware of. The breadth 
ihould be of fuch a proportion' that no perfon need 
Ifffen bimfelf in ofder to get in, nor be under the ne- 
ceffity of ^oing mjideways» And as. to the height y ibe 
only dire£^ion I cah give is, to make it of fuch a height, 
that perfoos who wi(h to enter may not be compelled 
Vc^Jtoopfo low as has been the pra^ice in doors of this 
iKind.

Though no man 
is more ere£i £(nd refolute in the obfervance othis claims 
with the proud, no man is more placable in yielding 
to the importunities of the bumble. To a demand be 
^as never known to concede, ^nd he never was able to 
Tcfift a fupplication ; fo from the very inconfiftenciesof 
hi^ chara«^ier he is diplomatic. In all cafes Don Mmrim 
is a welcome mediator ; he is chofen by the one fide 
becaufe> be has courage to enforce pretenfions $ and ac- 
cepted by the other becaufe he has too much conde- 
fcenfion to be (lubbom. It was no wonder then that 
lie was chofen as the arbiter of the differences between 
iLord and Lady Booby.

Every thing was provided for but the 
heart ; every thing was put under the formal fecurity 
♦of parchment, except the affeftions. Happy condition 
of rank ! that thus elevates life above its accidents, and 
' place^the favoured order of fociety in an atmofphereiin- 
diflurbed by the ftorms, untainted by the contagionsto 
which' mortality is doomed on the level plaip ! Thus 
my Lord and Lady Body fet out on the courfe.— 
He imbibed all the manners of thenobiKty to whicli he 
was annexed, and fhe difplayed her talents in the 
enjoyment of its franchifeS. Charmed with the rulfs 
of the Peerage, he carried them into praftice ; tiiough 
he was in truth a lax member, and rarely attended in 
the Houfe to difcharge his duty; but, upon thefe 
occafioKS, Lady Booby had h\» proxy. He fometimesr, 
indeed, propofed an amendment to her motions ; and 
fometimes a debate would fpring up 5 but ihe always 
carried the queftion without a divifion. As to the 
fuppli€f8, he never prefumed to interfere : he knew that 
jhey originated in the lower Houfe j he might revife, 
indeed) and cheque 5 but be could 'neither alter not 
amend.

JOHN BULL BECOME A CONNOISSEUR. 

[From the Morning Chronicle.] 
MR. EDITOR, 

T>EING perfuaded laft autumn by many of my ac- 
^ quainlance to take, as they calledit, a trip to Pans, 
I afTure you that I refifted their importunities for fome 
time, becaufe T had formerly received many honours in 
that city. At length their perfuafions, and the pro- 
mife of feeing what they called the National Inflitute^ 
overcame my reluQance ; for, do not fuppofe that I 
wifhed to fee the Great Many or the ruins of Paris* 
To Dover I went, the fca agreeing extremely well 
F 2 with 
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With me, and Janded ih high fpirits at Calais ; but their 
abominable carriages were fo uDpIeafant, that I was half 
dfiad when I arrived at Paris. That city I found filthy 
in the extreme, and its inhabitants fallen almoft into a 
fiate of barbarifm. This difgufting me, together with 
th^ miferies which this once fplendid city had under- 
gone, made me peevi(hly inquire what was the Na- 
tional Inllitute, and when was I to fee it ? The reply 
waSf that it contained all the riches of Rome, Florence , 
J^apUs^ &C* Never having been in Italy ^further than 
hcT /ea-porUp I imagined that fome entertainment 
might arife from this fight, and accordingly went, and 
k)f courfe fell pleafure and furprife. '' Here, Sir,'* faid 
ihe man who fhewed them to me, ^^ here are all the 
riches 9/ the world; here, are the fineft fculptures ever 
executed by the hand of man ; and here are the Jineji 
pi&ures that now exift, from the time that Gietto flou- 
liftied, down to Rubens and Van Dyke:'* I anfwered, 
fullenly enough, that I could fee what they were, and 
the man left me* I vifited, and fpent many hours for 
fome 4ays in admiring and contemplating this magnifi- 
cent gallery, and returned home to my own country, 
refle^ng upon what I had feen, fully imprefied with 
a high fenfe of the value and fuperlative excellence of 
the contents. 

Sitting in my great chair in the library lail Novem* 
ber, taking a retrofpe£tive view of my journey, and 
ferioufly refle<Sling upon the confequence of fuch an 
afl'embla^e of art, this queftion occurred — at what 
periods did Gietto, Rubens, and Vandyke live? when 
cidnfcious ignorance upbraided me that I knew'nothing 
of them but dielr names, and what I had feen of their 
works in the National Inftitute* I found that it was 
a heavy reflection in being a gentleman, and at the 
£ame time ignorant of what I ou^ht to have known. 
Surely i am a Gothj a Vandal ; in (hprt, every thinjg 
that IS wrong* 

My 
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My books wereconfulted : Gtetto was born in xaSo^ 
well, Rubens and Fandyh flourifhed about 1635, in ftie 
reign of Charles the Firft; Pouffin was bom in I5<H> 
Le Brun, 1619 — Good, But what has been doing 
fince? for, 'from Gietto to Rubens there is a period 
of 34.5 years, in which the world of pa'mtrng fecms td- 
have been encouraged^ and they produced very fine pic- 
tures 3 but from Rubens, Vandyke, fee. who painted in 
1635, a period of 167 years has elapfed, to 1803, 
during which time what has been done? In Italy^ no^ 
thing ; in France^ nothing} the Low Count riesy nothing. 
— Gently: I began to feel my heart dance with joy ;. 
for in 1635 WQ had both Rubens and Vandyke in 
England. From the above period to 1649 little was#. 
done, for fanatics were not fond of the arts. Charle*' 
the Second had his Sir Peter Lcly ; and WJlHam the 
Third, Sir Godfrey Kneller. Queen Anne's was the 
Auguftan age : fine writers fprung up, and the fine arts 
werenedefted* George the Firft, portraits. George the 
Second'^ reign was illuminated by the extraordinary 

genius of Hogarth. 17^2, George the Thirds 

Npw, Mr. Editor, what ha» been done within thefe lajl 
forty-one years ? Let us fee what has been produced in 
that fpace, and let the examination htfair and candid ; 
look at the fineft produftions of my own fons, and I 
think, although I will not prefume to fay, that they are 
equal; but for the (hort time they have been educated iii 
the profeflSon, we have many of the Englifh chifel and 
pencil that would not difgrace the National Inftitute^ 
Nay, I will be bold enough to fay, if they had been 
encouraged* and matured with equal care and munifi- 
cence with the fons of Greece and Rome, that their 
works would have ftood in competition with any in 
the gallery at Paris.

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For a moment let us rcfleft what has been done here 
for the encouragement of the arts by private individuais. 
H the affluent, \\;ho coMid and ought \o h?.\' a fecondf-d 
their exertions; if they had led them gently forward, 
with a foftering hand, the refult to me, disJohnBullj 
would have been glorious; but the truth is, that my 
artiits for fome years have not lived to ftudy, for their 
whole erpployment has been, ^\xdymghow to live ; and 
1 fhould not, as I now have, an aching hear4; fot^the 
fate of that child of genius^ poor ProHor\ and as a 
fmall tribute to the manes of Jla rued, negleSled merits 
with unfeigned forrow I feel myfelf obliged to'infert 
this fimple eulogium to his memory ; and 1 am afraid 
many other melancholy events, fimilar to Pratlor'^^ 
have happened in this great to^^'n.

their Miltons, &c. &c. Bowyer's Hijiory tif England^ 
Machlins Bible and Poets^ not to mention many other 
publications, which have done very great credit to us 
as a nation^ and of which, at no former period^ no country 
In the known world has produced any thing like a parallels 

It is by fuch ivorks that the tafle of the fine arts has 
been fpread by being multiplied ; their merit, which is 
flicwn, is made ufe of by the manufadarers andtnecba^ 
vies ; and it.is from their frvice that we have kept that 
fuperiority of tafle in all our man u failures, and tafte is 
required in almoft all.

'ficient in very fine htftoricat paintings. His Infant Her^ 
iuleSf at St, Peterfburgh ; his Holy Family f late in Mack»- 
lift's gallery ; the Pylades and Orejhs of Mr. Weft^ 
in the c()lle6bion -of Sir George Beaumont ; bis ReguluXy

If I were to Cay that the Cardinal Beauforty by Sir 
Joihua^ would refpeftably rank with the finefi^worlw 
of Rembrandt, but without their vulgarity ; the Burying 
of the Princes in the Tower ^ by Northcote, with Ca* 
racci ; the LeonteSy hv Opie, with Giorgione; I (hould 
be laughed at. Laugli. John Bull is not at all d'fcort*- 
ceried by the ridicule of prejudice, and will affirm^ that, 
were gill the beft piclures painted by Engh(h arlifts 
F 4 within 
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vitbin thefe laft forty-one years placed in a gallery^ tac! 
cnmpar^ with what the National Inftitute prefents^ I 
ihoufd twt blufh by the compariron, confidering the 
fneji works of Ifafyf France^ the Low Countries^ &c* 
&c. which have taken 445 years to produce^ and our 
own only 41 ; alfo during the 445 years the artifts 
were encouraged by the crtnoned heads^ popfSy and all 
the rcbUi y of thofe countries ; and fince the time of 
Rubens^ &€• &c. a term of 178 years has gone by, 
without producing in thofe nations dXiy one arfi^ ofmeri$ 
comparable to our own. And again^ the^^/i/irtf/ temper 
of the times has been againft-ust peace was concluded 
in 1760, the American war ended 1783 ; and the Iaft> 
after a conteft of nearly ten years, i802« Therefore, 
during our career o/forty^one yean, \\it fine arts have 
enjoyed only twenty ^one in peace. After recapitulating 
thofe fadts, in what light are we to confider the Nationml 
Jnftitute^ but as a ^reat monument of the abilities of 
nations and ages^ raijed in different countries by men ma^ 
lured by the Junjhine of patronage and affluence f 

It has been thought that our ^^jT^^, outlives, our minds 
were not congenial with the arts : to prove that aifertion 
falfe, I maintain that we are the only nation ^ho have 
revived them. fVe have revived them as menfeparately 
and individual lif. Look at our monuments, for, alas ! the 
living do not \\ktflatues ; examine our monuments for 
thefe \2& fifty years, and then tell me if the works of 
Byfbrach, Roubiliac^ Banks, Bacon, Nollikens, and 
Flaxman will not deferve \htpraifes of poflerityf 

Gently — I grow warm* Nothing is fo diilreiling to 
a man afterwards, as having been in a pailion. Calcula^ 
tions are admirable foothers of the animal fpirits, and 
prevent many of us from running headlong into heroics. 
Therefore let us try of what ule arithmetic maybe to 
a fubjeft upon the^w^ arts, for I fee clearly that my en* 
vicusfons are determined, fince they have feen the national 
gallery y not to allow any merit to our ewni therefore 

we 
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we will try in a Way which may be beft underftood, as 
we are a commercial country^ who judge of things by 
their value. At what price Ao you think we might 
have had all thefe treafure§, thefe inejiimable treafures, 
fafe in this country ^ / will now inform the world, that 
we might have poffeffed all. But my Jon William, 
whom I had appointed my purfe-bearer^ and who in 
truth neither underjiood^ nor had much affeSion for his* 
brethren in the arts ; this unfortunate man, therefore, 
Xhoxx^i Jiatues and pJ^ures a very bad fpeculation, and 
fo let thempa/s* But what would three hundred thouf and 
pounds have been for fuch treafures ? cheap as dirt. Why, 
we fhould have received the money back by this time 
from Curiofity^ with all her noble, wealthy ^ and numerous 
ccnnexionsy thinking them the only works of art worth 
their looking at. ■'' 

As it is, we have fquandered away more to fee them* 
than the. original coft would have been; but if they had 
been purchafed, that expenfe would have been faved, 
and we fhould havft poifefled the property into the bar- 
gain. 

I mud confefs that this is one of thofe overfights in 
thiereoiiduAingofmy affairs which I can never mention, 
as John BiiH, without feeling extreme indignation^

Vtfith me till the edition went ofT, that when I re-> 
ceived my money, and paid the demands on me, I 
had not a (hilling left towards difcharging this unfor- 
tunate twenty pounds. 

^ I was next engaged in writing for a Magazine, and 
was fo lucky as not only to give great fatis^&ion, but 
to fave fomething monthly towards liquidating the 
twenty pounds. But my inconfiderate creditor, fan- 
cying the publifhers could not do without me, and 
that I had nothing to do but to a(k for ai&ilaiice, and 
have it, gave me to underftand as much ; and I, knmn^ 
ing rather better^ was again obliged to feek fafety in 
concealment.

He was before Chriflmai 
equally well received in " The Ccmedy of Errors'" 
but, ill confequence of the inaccuracy of his per- 
formance in the after- piece of the ** Jnu and the 
I>o£fory*' he was hifled off the fiage, and it is not 
jprobable he will again be favourably received on that 
theatre. 

Several playg, befide thofe already mentioned, are

The performer who formerly filled 
the prmcipal parts in thofe pieces, is a<3ing the Farmer 
at a Dilettanti theatre in the country, for his own 
amufen.ent ; and, while he treads the Itage, no other 
aSor of merit can be prevailed on to appear in the 
parts in which he has gained fo high a fame.

The ladies, in general, appeared fo well pk-afcd with 
the hair they were already equipped in (and 1 muft own 
with reafon), that 1 began to think it would really ^5 to 
the perfon behmd my friend. — Tt was knocked down,

of the fafcinating Clartjjay who,, you all know, has? 
graced our fociety little more thati a twelvenvHiUi.— - 
You may perceive that they are as frefli and as bloom- 
ing as they were the firftday of theirappear^ice among. 
us, — Gods ! with what delicacy does the rofc here 
fufuife itfelf ovcc this carnation ground j. its tints gra- 
dually decreafing from deep to light as they recede from^ 
the centre, equally unlike the injudicious and inelegant 
plafti of artificial red, and thecoarTeindiftinftruddinef* 
which fpreads thebroad circumference of a dairy-maid** 
cheek.

It 
behoves me, nevcrthelefs, to point out a few of the 
purpofes to which this lot may be applied by the pur- 
chaier of it.

at pleafiire with Greek and Latin quotations, which 
will not fail to procme him a reputation for profound 
erudition : if a foldier, he muft needs tranfcend in 
talking war (if not in makirtg ItJ^ even thofe illuftrious 
ta&itians Nojander and Mnjor O^Regan themfehe^ r 
if a lawyer, how eafy will It be for him to dumbfound 
thofe fimplc barriilcrs (fhnuM there bieany fuch) who . 
fonietimrs condefcend to employ common fenfe in 
their pleadings; and if the condudor of any periodical 
publication, with what fuccefs will. he not figure al- 
ternately as a moralift, a critic, an hiftorian, a novelift, 
and a ftatefman 1 In a word, ladies and gentlemen,'* 
continued our Auflrfoneer, *' as the poffeffidn of this 
lot muft infallibly make the fortune of any perfon 
qualified to put it to a proper ufe, it can hardly he 
purchafed at too dear a rate. I (hall therefore, without

have named, but all the reft of my faii* country- 
women, .appeared as little afTefted as the gentlemen, 
by the elaborate cncomtnms that my friend had la- 
viflied on the lot which he held in his hands.

of other, as flie was obliged to confefs that he was very 
fubje<a to fits of lazinefs.*' Mod of the company 
remarked, as they did in the early part of the fale, 
tjiough on a different occafion, ** That it was, lo be 
fure, a villanous climate for the wits.'* There were 
two or three of your fraternity prefent, Mr. Editor, 
whom I overheard whifpering lo one another, *^ that 
they would give the world n be able lo purchafe fi* 
itfeful an article/' At length, after a (liort conldl 
between Mr. McddUpaU and Mr. DunJerhfud^ this

But 
I perceive that I need infift no farther on its rare pro- 
perties; I perceive that you are all fufficiently im- 
preffed with a juft fenfe of its value: 1 (hall, there- 
fore, put it up lit three thoufand rupees, and, poor as 
I am, it is my determination to buy it myfelf, rather 
than let it go below that fum." 

I really could not help fmiling at the effrontery of 
this declaration, which was only to be excufed, by 
fuppofing that my friend's own organ of fpeech had 
been worn out in the bufinefs of the day.

Mr, Auftioneer now declaring the fale to be over, 
1 made up to him, in order to pay him my compli- 
ments on the adroit manner in which he had acquitted 
himfelf in his new office: when taking me by the 
hand, and giving it a very hearty fqueeze and fliake, 
in his ufual cordial way, the violence of the a&ion 
awoke me, and terminated my dream, 
I am.

I am to^ld likewife, that fome of our moll 
eminent dealers iiV the funds have built little gazehoM 
on the tops of their country nianiions at Hacknevr 
Camberwell, &c. from which they may have a notion 
of things before Uiey fet out for Bartholomew Lane. 
Of the heavenly figns they will of courfe be mod par- 
ticularly attentive to Taurus^ 

Yet, Mr. Editor, while I admire this n^w plan as- 
equally fimple and intelligible, I am afraid that ia 
adopting it purfuant to the wiflies of the Chief Conful, 
our Minifters have afforded another proof of a temper 
fomevvhat too compliant, and regardlcfs of future con- 
fcqucnces.

M^ith us. it is notorious, that we cannot depend on a 
week ; nay, that often in the fame day we have thfc 
ticiffitnd^s of three or four feafona crowded together. 

The confequence is obvious — ^Bonaparte will point 
to the {kits, and appeal to his fubje^fcs for his pacific 
intentions. We (hall be increafing the navy and re*- 
ducing the (locks every cloud that appears } and when- 
ever we ftand in need of great coata and umbrellas^ 
we (hall be calling for bounties and preflgangii, or 
streaming of flat-bottom' boatB and invafionp. Nothing 
furely can be more mifchievoufly calculated to humout 
our variable difpofitions than this fcheme, and our 
great rival knows this, and. will avail himfelf of iti 
Thoufends and tens of thoiifands of Chriftian fouls 
will thu« be kept in continual alarm, befides wo- 
men and Jews. And — a word in your ear— I (hould 
not be furprifed. if there were French agents now in 
this country, confpiring together to pot/on all our iber^ 
mometersy knowing, that it is. all over with John Bull 
when the mercury is low. '

miration of manktnd. When, however^ it ple^fei 
Providence that two conflellailom^ like the FirJ^ Con/ul 
of Frame^ and the Prime Minijler of Gre^ Britain^ " 
fhall fhine in the fame fphere at- the fame inftnut, and 
run their cpiirfe together, to dazzle the eyes of men 
vith th^. united force of their rays, it behoves tha 
faithfiU.hiftopian carefully to compare their a£bions^ 
their charafters, and their conduft, that pofterity may 
have th« means of judging on vvhofe hvow Jbould be 
placed the wreath of fuperior fame, or whom ta4ignify 
wijth the preference of its applaufe* 

Confidering then tbefe two great men in the fplendid. 
parts which they are playing upon the vaft theatre of the 
uniyerf(?, wc cannot but remark, with attoniftimeut pro- 
portioned to our adi.niratioo>. how ejcadly thefe orna- 
ment, of their age are caft in the fame mould, bora 
to afl: at the fame time, to govern the world in concert 
upon Xhs^ ^mt mighty plan, with the fame leading 
featwre^ of charaftef, and a Angular finiilAriiy in the 
ipoft narked events of their pubhc life. 

Baif Af ARTE owed his elevation and his dignity tphis 
patrop, who r^^ifed him from the dud, who put him 
fofW^iCi^ and wbo ri^prnmrnded bim to noticei^ On « 
h % tbe 
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th^;^«ulders of that patron he put his foot ^ and rofe^ 
When he had gotten to th^ height he wifhed, and had 
fecured himfelt in his elevated poft, he kicked from 
under him the means of his afcent, and, with true 
greatnefe of mind, deferted his firfi and firmed friend. 

Addington ^Lially owed his rife to the great and 
powerful friend who firft introduced him to public 
notice, txii fiaced Kxm in the palh of honour and of 
fanrH». Ii» Y\\s friend' s place he put hlmfelfi on his friend's 
fh'ouWers he raifed himfelf ; and then laudably purfued 
fhc pure and meritorious example fet forth for him by 
his Corfican prototype. 

The firft ftep which Bonaparte took when he had 
attained the power he coveted^ was to confult his own 
private objeSs, to gratify his own perfonal wi(hes, and 
t<i enlarge the circle of his enjoyments. He foou found 
that the lowly roof of Malmaifon was too confined for 
his afpiriilg ambition, too fmall for his expanded mind. 
The princely palace of St. Cloud prefentcd ilfelf as the 
.fit and proper receptacle for the valuable caflcet in 
which the foul was depofited which was to enflave the 
world. 

Addington, treading clofe in the footfteps of his 
great model, afluated by the fame fplendid ideas, and 
grafping at the fame magnificent objefts, foon deferted 
the liumble (liades of IVoodlej^ for the royal and glittering 
jyroves of Richmond : the occafional rcfidence of his' 
Sovereign, and the objetS; of the repeatedly but vainly 
cxpreffed\yi(hes of the Princes of the Blood of England, 
was the only habitation he thought became the prefence 
of an Addington. 

When Bonapaute had firmly feated himfelf on the 
throne of the Bourbons, and had indulged in every 
whhn his luxurious fancy could point out as neceflary 
to his own perfonal gratification, he turned his eyes 
towards hh/amily. On a fudden all France faw and 
acknowledged the fpWndid talents of the kindred 

Bonapartes I 
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BoNAPARTES ;' talents, which had lain torpid, and'in 
fecret, to be raifed into new life and a6tion by tlic 
plailic ray emanating from the illuftrious Napoleone. 

Here it is that we fee a bright inftanceof thecoincfe- 
dcnce in the charafters of thefe two ©reat men ; and 
while we admire ihe amiable and affei^ling tendcrncfe 
which induced the Firfi Conjul to trivll the moil im- 
portant offices of his (late to brother Jojeph and brotJycr 
Luc'ien^ we cannot withhold our equal admiration and 
applaufe from the fraternal love which made Adding^- 
TON repofe ajimilar confidence in brother Bragge^^w^ 
br other Hi ley. 

When we read, too, intheil/w//V^'wr,of thewonderfui 
and able exploits of the youthful J^uomk, who, in the 
lituation of lieutenant of a man of war, Ihewed fo con- 
fpicuottfly to Europe and the world his courage and his 
naval talents, exerted againll the fmugglers, we cannot 
but feel a confcious pride, when we refle6\ that we have 
9t lead as bright and as youthful an example ; and that 
we can hold up on our fide, as a fet-ofF againlt the 
luihtary ardour of Jerome, the hereditary; difpofitiori 
for office, the finnnefs and the integrity of that ** ten- 
der juvenal," the Clerk of the Pells ! 

When all thefe points wcie fettled, bis own and his 
family'^ private obje£l:3 provided for, Bonapakte had 
jeifure to turn his mind to the public and Uie world — 
he pacified Eur ope » 

\vi the fame way did the illuftrious and imitative 
Addington, when he had feated himfelf fafe in power, 
when the family were provided for, were lodged, were 
fed, and were boarded at the public charge, deign to 
call an eye upon the people entrufted to his care. He 
pacified England. 

The virtuous endeavours of both thefe flatefmen were 

equally crowned with fuccefs, and have equally an^ 

fwered the expeAations which had been formed from 

them, JPacified Europe is writhing and twifting hi

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lis chains, and pacified England is on the eve of a 
Wdr with the pacificator of Europe I 

To the worthy let the praife which is due be given* 
■BoMAPARrE accepted with confcious pride, at Lyons, 
the title his grateful fubjeds conferred upon him, of 
the Peace-maker of the World. 

Addington gravely affured the aftoni fhcd fiddlers and 
the admiring niilTes at the ball at Reading, that " the 
p^ace which be had been the means, under Pi^ovidence, 
of giving to his country, was entirely owing to the 
Aviftfom of his Majefty's Minifters !" 

All the world has heard of the ^* five ppomifes'* 
which BoNAPARrB made, and all the world knows how 
he has broken them. 

Addington has yet made but three \-^ht promifcd 
'his country continued peace, a million furplus at the 
*ndof the year, zni fifty fail to be ready within otie 
month in cafe of emergeticy. To do ^f Mirtiltef 
juftice, he has not deviated from his gWflit 'Sample j 
for though he has fallen fliort in the number of hh 
promifes, it muft be confdled he has broken thofe he 
has made with all the religion of Bowaparte. 

Thus far we have followed thefc two great men from 
the firft moment of their power even to the prefent day, ^ 
from the early dawn of their political day to the zenith 
of 4beir meridian fplendour. In their fall (for the fun 
muft fet, and the fame of great men mpft decay) we 
fhall continue to watch them. Step by flcphave we 
followed them, with admiration of their great talents, 
only exceeded by our aftonifhment at the perfeft fimi- 
lariiy which exifls bdb^een their aftions. We have 
traced them from their rife to power, throughout th^ 
progrefs they have made,' and have found, as we hav6 
endeavourea to ftiew, in every leading point, 'the 
ftrongeft and moft aftonifliing refemblance.

The Placehunti is the larger inteSt of the two ; it 
U not always vifible to. the naked eye, but is eaiily 
dilcoverable by adepts in the clofeft receffes : it afiumes 
many difguifes and (hapes^ but its commoneft form is 
that of the Locaft Patrioiica^ when you may hear at 
a great diflance its irainiature ieliow refembling that of 
a Bullj from which tones it holds fo much nu^iiery over 
the underflanding, or rather over the ears of John 
Bull! — They fometimes herd together iu greal and 
fometimes fmaller numbers — the vicinity of the Thames 
at Weftminfter is known lo breed them particBlarly ; 
and in an old building, formerly a chapel dedicated to 
, St, Stephen^ they are to be found in fwanns,— A large 
manfion in Downing Streety although imdergoing fre- 
quent cleanfing and repairs by changing tenants, is 
always infefted bythis fpecies: another building at 
Whitehall, with two Jhlps on the entrance porticos, 
has been of late particularly affailed by the teeth of the 
Placehunti I but the erudite and learned Dr. Flncenty 
who inhabits the building, has found an effeSual way 
of bruihing them off in a moment, by the peculiar pro- 
perties of an 9ld Spanijb flag; which being turned 
to their eyes, they all drop off and are fwept away di- 
reftly. There is a method of timing them for a time 
by pampering their infatiable appetites with (hining 
counters y and bits of thin paper; parchment wkh Parge 
feals affixed^ is a particular obje£l of their faney, a^ 
well as blue, g^^^^j ^^nd red broad Ribandsy after 
which they are always nibbling; but they are moft un- 
grateful vermin^ even to their feeders, and no longer 
abdain from mifchief than whilft tlieir ungracious 
paaws are kept crammed with the above llrange articles 
'it)f fuftenance. There'is a breed called the Buching^^ 
^ham Devourer, which it is totally impoflible to tam? 
for any Jfength of tim^, »ot even a Royal Feeder being 

fufficient 
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fuflicient to furnifh food for their infatiabk appetites — 
they have large wings, and the moment they take 
offence they fly off with a great noife, making a kind 
of enticing and promifing foftering (^uck to the Jmaller 
termin to follow theili. 

The Ghumiblerilia Canker-worm has been long 
known in this country, but has of late become almolt 
' alarmingly multiplied ; indeed all Europe has felt the 
fame increafe, which it has hitherto puzzled natural- 
ifts to account for — it is fo varied an animal, that no 
general defcription can reach it* It is found in aU 
'places, fometimes burrowing in the moft coftly modern 
buildings, as well as in roof-room cottages, and it is 
'fometimes to be heard (for it always makes a noifc) 
even in iht founding board of a pulpit. Thefe animal* 
differ in venom exceedingly : there is a fpecies called 
after a vei-y celebrated breeder^ the Painani'an, the 
, poifon of which is almoft incurable, as well from ita 
fubtlety as its contagion : the true Britijh fpecies is 
very barmlefs, and is reckoned an excellent jf^mflr^fc 
when applied to moderately, after too much repletion, 
of beef and ftrong ale. There was a flight of theCe 
animals, which in the year 1797, lighted upon our 
men of war at the Nore, and which might have 
proved fatal to the main-timber but for the great (kijl 
'and fcience of one Doctor Howe^ who radically effected 
the cure with a very fmall preparation of tt;r«x/^A/ i<w^. 
They are hot known to propagate in our. camps or bajr- 
racks, although fome wicked perfons have more thun 
once carrjcd thither the eggs of the infers. — It is i 
Vermin wKich infefts the rich as. well as the poor, but 
breeds particularly in the loabits of fpendthrifts, profli- 
gates, and bad livers. Sobernefs and religious punc- ' 
tuality are fovereign antidotes againft the contagioni 
The Grumblerilia, like every part of creation, has alfb 
Jts appropriate and wife ufe, as the noife of this animal 
is iuppofed to be an infallible and long- tried fpecific 

• againft 
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sgainft the HJorbus Arijkcratla^ which dangerous and 
putrid dife^fe is often frightened aw^y by mt found of 
the Grumblerilia, and is always greatly kept under hy 
it. — It forely infefts farm-houfes, after good and plen- 
tiful harvefts, and has lately fhewn itfelf in malt-houfes 
and breweries. — ^There is a defcription of people how- 
ever, who even thrive by its bite^ and become plump 
about the pocket rjoints* — thefc ^re a .particular fet of 
Editors and NeWs-mongers in London, who keep fac- 
tories of thefe infcifts, Jpinmng continually, and find 
cuftomers for the noxious ,and poifonous webs, at fix- 
pence pet Papir full, notw^ithftanding the dreadful con- 
fequences which enfue to the filly buyers, as the /«- 
Jlammat'i^n enters at the eyes, and foon fpreads to every 
,part of the 'frame, .grving reftlefs nights and uneafy ^ 
d^ysj,. often drivii^ the pa\itnt toatt^ite of infanlty, * 
.and ending by death, under various Tyniptoms^ fotne- 
times the ^iiZrt-f «aW^t» clofes the pi^roxyun, anil 
not mMrfually the razorujemorrhage or the fijlol Lici'jpaju''J

Captain BlackpoH (belonging to the Dtmocrattan R€» 
public) y in the Oppo/tuon roads, on the ift inflant j 
the Trea/ury land«mark then bearing due noriby and 
the Patriotic light-houfe eaft by fouth. It 19 to be 
prefumed that the ftronger Ha7^ of the former occa« 
uoned the Turn-nay to run on the Geld Coqfty mtftaking 
Guima^iand for its due courfe. This veflel will be a 
particular lofs to the fervicej, and it happens unfor* 
tunatelv at a time when the fleet is fo greatly reduced> 
and when ftrong fymptoms of the yellow Jit/er have 
broken out among the leading (hips of the fqukdron, 
fuch as the Greenwell, the Buck, the Kingy the Ham, 
and other firll and fecond rates.

He then entered the village, which was occupied by 
a battalion of the enemy, and took pofleflion of their 
ilandard. 

Remi Vatrin, adjutant fub-ofHcer of the ad of 
the line. At Montecreld, on the aSth'Floreal, year S, 
he ruflied into the enemy's ranks, fci zed an Auftrian 
major, and, though preffed by feveral fub-oiScers and 
foldiers, one of whom run his fit'ord into his fide, be 
never abandoned his prifoner, but conduced him to

Jean Dordener, drummer of the 25th light. He 
diftmguiflied hinifelf the 12th Germinal, year 8, in 
the army of Italy, where he continued to beat the 
charge with one hand, to ufe his fabre againft the 
enemy with the other, until all the Auftrian pofts 
were totally defeated.

Simon Charnier, ferjgeant of the 3d regiment of 
the line. On the 21ft Germinal, year 8, at the 
heights of Savonna, this brave fellow, affifted by two 
of his comrades, fell upon a column of the enemy, 
confiding of fix hundred men, who having been 
routed, were made prifoners. 

Pierre SilVestre, corporal of the io6th of the 
line. At the affair of Montefacio he charged, in con- 
cert with one of his comrades, twenty-eight Auftrians, 
feven. of whom were officers, and forced them to 
capitulate. ~ 

Joseph Blaye, corporal of the io6th of the line. 
On the 17th Germinal, year 8, at Montefacio, he 
took prifoner an officer commanding an Auftrian co- 
lumn of fix hutidred men, who laid down their arms, 

AnTOIne PiLOTANT, fergcaut of the 3d regiment 
of the line. On' the" heights of Savonna, the 21ft Ger- 
minal, year 8., accompanied by three of his comrades,

SliVGULAR COUP-DE-MAIN IN ALCHYMY.

MR. EDITOR, 

'D EADING a (hort time a^o in a daily paper a (lory 
•■•^ of a petty trick of a thirty (hilling fraud in chc- 
iniftry, which was the next day copied in feveral other 
papers, and feemed to amufe the town^ probably you 
may think the following faft worth a place in your en^ 
tertaining paper : 

The emphatic jil places the Alchymift as far above 
the mere Chemift, as the gold which he pretends to 
create is above all other metals. Germany is ftill oyerr 
run wijLh perfons who are in fearch of the philofopher's 
fcone ; as in China, they (lill feek for the water of im« 
mortality. The number of perfons who have believed in 
tranfmutation is proidigious, and the number of cheats 
proportioned to that of dupes. We have feen the Signor 
Dami and the Marquis of Conventiglio, at Paris, who 
extra&ed a great deal of gold from feveral noblemen, 
on pretence of inlirufting them in the grand fecret ; 
but the mod fuccefsful trick for the adept m alchymy 
which has ever been played off, was by a performer 
in that abftrufe faience, named Hofe-croix, who pre- 
fented himfelf to Henry Duke of Bouillon, of the 
Houfe of Turenne, who was Sovereign Prince of Sedan : 
** You have not (faid the difciple of Hermes) a for- 
tune equal to yoiur liberality and princely fpirit; I will 
render you more rich md powerful than the Emperor ; 

I cw 
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I can only (iay two days in your flates, as I am t>D a 
journey to Venice, where I am obliged to attend the 
Grand Afiembly of the Brotherhood of the Golden 
Dragon ; only keep the fecret inviolably which 1 fliall 
-communicate to you, as few indeed are the chofea, 
who are worthy to be initiated in the myfteries of the 
filver fountain ; fend and btxy fome litharge at the 
neareft apothecary's, put it on the fire, and, when in 
a frate of fufion, throw a fingle grain of this precious 
powder, which I now give you, mto the crucible, and 
in lefs than a quarter ©f an hour you will have fome 
'^old produced from it/' The Duke tried the opera- 
tion, and fucceeded ; he repeated it three times with 
^uai fuccefs, in prfefence of the virtuofo, and was 
folly cmViiK^od ot the tranfmutating powers of the 
powder. Having made three ounces of gold with 
three grains of this extraordinary compofition, he bad 
DO dioubl b«il be coul^ mtkt a million of ounces with 
the fame nuRiber of gnains, and he calculated that in 
a week he could make thirty-feven thoufand five hun- 
dred ounces. The adept had no more of the powder 
than the very fmall quantity he gave the Duke for the 
experiment, and it required three months preparation 
to make it 5 but, as he was to ftay a confiderabic time 
at Venice, and was in hafte to join the Brotherhood 
of the Golden Dragon in that city, he would fend the 
Duke a quantity of it. The adept had, previous to his 
vifit to this Nobleman, caufed all the litharge in gcdan 
to be bought up for him ; he re-fold a part of it^ 
mixed with a few ounces of gold in powder, to the 
apothecaries neareft to the Duke's palace. Being on 
the point of going away, he recollefted that he wanted 
current money to travel with : having no powder left to 
make more gold, and being a man moderate in his ex- 
penfes, he aflced but for twenty thoufand crowns to 
complete his journey. The Duke's liberality would 
not permit him to offer fo fmall a fum for fo great a 

benefit : 
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benefit : he 'prefented him with forty thf>ufand. The 
laboratory was fet to work ; all the litharge in S^dan, 
and as much as could be procured in a neighoouring 
city, was exliauftedj no more gold cop^'i he made. 
The Profeflbr of the Hermetic Art was gone to join the 
Brotherhood, and it may be eafily gueffed that he never 
fent^ nor even made^ the tranfmutating powder.

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A COCKNEY'S ACCOUNT OF THE FiRSt OP 

SEPTEMBER. 

[From the fame.] 

TJTAVING fitten up all night to be ready and frefh iiif 
^"^ the morning, four of us met at the Obeliik- in 
St. George's Fields, from whence we proceeded with 
our dogs, arms, and ammunition, to Lambeth Marfli^ 
where we expelled to have great fport, but found 
nothing except a cat, which we all fired at; but being 
only four in number, and a cat having nine lives, we 
raiflcd killing her, though, as we believe, (lie was- 
feverely wounded. In this difcharge we broke a bell- 
glafs in a gardener's ground ;fo that fearing we might, 
on that account, be taken up for poachers, we made 
the befl of our way to Tothill Fields ; here we reloaded 
our pieces, and gave our dogs a piece of bread eacb^ 
but the fox-dog would ^ot eat his. We then pro- 
ceeded to look about for fport, when two Weftminftcr 
boys claimed the place as their manor, and drovij us- 
out of it.

Saw feveral brother-fportfmen out, wlio had killed 
nothing bnt a hedgehog, and a tame jackdaw, which 
belonged to a publtc-houfe at New Crofs turnpike* 

Got- up to the main road.; fired at a yellow-ham- 
mer, and frightened the horfes in the Dover ftage. 
The guard threatened to fhoot us, and we took to our 
heels. 

Saw fome black game flying very high ; they looked 
for all the world like crows. 

The terrier came to a point at a thick bunch of 
fern. We were now fure this muft be a covey of 
partridges, and we prepared accordingly.

IN the prefent dearth of events lo gratify public cu«* 
riofity, it may not beamifs to prefent a profpe£tus 6( 
the entertainment it has reafon to expe£t in the courfe 
of the next winter ; and as nothing but that which is, 
military is at all relifhed at prefent in this military na«. 
lion^ I (hall adopt military terms in defcribing the plan 
of operations which I am told is fixed upon for the en-* 
fuing parliamentary campaign. 

It is now under flood beyond all doubt, that a treaty 
of alliance offenfive and defenfive has been completely 
concluded between Mr, Pitt, Lord Grenville and Co. ;

Through the aid of " Catholic emancipa* 
i/«»," a fine fcaling-ladder, and a good weapon of att,- 
lack alfo^ he hopes to reach this powerful eminence, and 
fcverely to anuoy the enemy. This weapon will, it is 

1 fuppofed. 
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f uppofed, be fufEci^nt, if not to deftroy the garrifon, at 
leaft to mate an important breach in the fortificatioTis 
of the Minifter, whofe principal bulwark is the "^ro- 
feffion of liheralitf* and the love of jufiice. Mr. Pitt 
is fully aware of the value and efficacy of this wea- 
pon when dexteroufly managed; for it was once 
pointed againft himfelf, but he was able to ward it 
<5fF. It has fince lain in the arfenal, and although 
now almoft rufty, it may yet be made very good ufe 
of. Mr. Pitt was not difpofed to be fo decided and 
Open in his hoftility, if it were not for a hlunderbufs * 
which has been lately difcharged by a principal com- 
mander in the minifterial troops, the contents of 
which were levelled at him. It has had, however, ac- 
cording to the fentiment of the Minillerand his friends, 
only the effeft of provoking him to come from his 
ambufcade, where he was much more dangerous. 

Mr. Windham, with a chofen band of (harp- (hooters. 
Will continue to affail the enemy on his flanks. Mr. 
T. Grenville is to have the direAion of the artillery^ 
4ind Mr. Canning of the f mall arms. Dr. Lawrence 
18 to have the care of the heavy baggage, and Colonel 
Craufurd of the fortifications. Of courfe it is not 
wiflied by the alliance that either of ihofe gentlemen 
Ihould come into the fielfl of aftion, and in this I 
think they aft judicioufly. George Rofe is to be em- 
ployed to recruit for the alliance, as he has been always 
found a good officer in that department ; a^ti fo much 
afraid is the Minifter of his powers in th^ way, that h« 
has given ftrift orders that efpecial care (hall be takea 
to prevent him from coming within the lines of his 
camp, left he fhould feduce his troops to mutiny or 
^efertion. Mr. Vanftttart is therefore appointed to 
watch the movements of Mr. Rofe. Voluntary offers 
of fervice wiH be very gratefully received by the alii-

ance^ 
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ance. It isunderftood that Mr. Windham, feeling that 
the regular troops are quite infufficient to enfure fuc- 
cefs, has in this inOance confehted to give up his pre- 
judice againfl. vofunteers^ as thokfuperfluities appear to 
him in this cafe ncceJJ'ary. It was imagined that Mr, 
Pitt would employ the formidable battery of ParUam^n- 
tary reform, but that imagination is vain ; Mr. Pitt 
himfelf would be afraid of the fuccefs of that battery, 
kft it (hould proftrate the fortreffes and fill up the niiees 
which corruption has conftrufted to render the ports of 
Minifters inacccfliblc to, and untenable by '* honej^ 
men^^ ^ Thefe are a defcription of invaders which it-is 
equally the obje/1 and intereft of all the belligerent 
powers to exclude. . 

The alliance experts fome affifthnce from the H^ly 

League, under the direction of Mr. W an^ Mr. 

Banks ; but from them the Minifter alfo has hopes. 
Indeed the League is fo lukewarm and unfteady in its 
political attachments, that no very cfTeflual aid can be 
derived from it to either of the belligerent powers. 

Againft the formidable coalition I have defcribed the 
Minifter has to oppofe a large band of mercenaries, but 
with very few generals, and fcarce any of thofe few 
approaching to mediocrity in point of (kill. He can 
have no reliance on the mercenaries, and there arq foaie 
of his commanders to whofe attachment it is rumoured 
he does not truft much. It is faid that he has very little 
confidence in the vigour or fidelity of Lord Caftle 
reagh, Tom Steele, and many others whom I could 
name; but as I am far from wifliing fuccefs to the al.li- 
ance, 1 am not difpofed to encourage itg partifans, by 
mentioning tliofe by whom they are likely to be afSfled. 
The Minifter himfelf is aware that if the alliance cpqld 
fet a foot in his territory, nine tenths of his prefent force 
would defert him. He is therefore determined, in or- 
der to prevent invafion, to aft upon the defenfive fyf- 
tem, to which tie is very partial; and- bis principal

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Shield of defence is to be '* good intentions,** a fliielJ 
•tvhicji heretofore has certainly availed much, but which 
lit IS impoflible can be any fartbcr ufeful^ unlefs covered 
4iy <« proofs.** Should he bring thefe forward^ he may 
be certain of the important fupport of the armed neutra- 
lity, which, allied with the people, and under the di- 
ce&ionof Mr. Fox^ holds. a dignified attitude in his 
ifront, has no defire to invade his territory, and declines 
«to interfere in the fquabbles of the belligerent powers, 
4inlefs wh^re freedom, juftice, or humanity are likely 
to fuffer in their contefts. Could the Miniftcr conciliate 
fuch aid, -be might fet at nought all the open aflaults or 
Amderhltod (Iratagems of the alliance, who look with a 
tremUing folicitude at the movements of the armed 
jaeutralily. In any attack the Minider may make, he 
'Will 'udy on the fi^pport of Lord Hawkeibury, Mr. 
Tietaey, and Mr. Bond, who is faid to have fired the 
1>lUiklerbufs I have alluded to. Brother Bragge might 
Ibe'df fome fervice from his knowledge of orier, if the 
M 1 Aifier were not bed informed upon that fubje^l him* 
ML 

•The forces of -tlie Minifter in the Hoiife of Lords 
:tfrcf^ry badly officered, and it is therefore intended to 
'fend a new gjeneral 4o that quarter who held an inferior 
^rank'in the ottaer -field of aftion ; but there is generally 
"nore of 'parslde than real fighting among the Lords, 
•tWeffefore the 6onfliA will not be very interefting. — 
'■ijdird Grenville takes the command of the alliance in 
this diitri£l;, and is to be feconded by Lord Melville, 
*£it flie head of the Neirthern Canfederacy. It is under- 
4(lood, however, -that many of the :northern powers 
will ^and neuter until they are able to afcertain, from 
ihe progrefs of the ^onteft, which of the belligerent 
powers is likely tb'bevi^orious ; and that power they 
mean to join.

FRENCH SPIES.

.IH>R fome time paft the publit: has been a good deal 
^ iuterefled by details of the apprehenfion of a number 
of Fren<;h fpies ^in diflerignt parts of the country. Some . 
Siuriofity has .been excised on the fubjeft of the j>apers 
or memorials.ft^i^d in their po0el£oa. This curiofity 
was extrfsmely natural ; for it could not be imagined 

. that thefe .Confular emiff^rieshad made the tour of any 
.<liftri6^s of the country v^ithout^thering uiuch import- 
ant information. In common with many others of 
your readers, I f<%lt this curiofity operating very ftrongly 
on my mind, and ha^vesbeen cadipg about for feverill 

. days to find out the mea^s of having it gratified. — 
What had baffled the moft feripus refleflion was lafi: 

, night accqmpliflied by accident, and I lofe no tin^e in 
qommunicatmg the important information which has 
thus fallen ;nto my hands to the public through the 
channel of your intereftiiig ps^per. It will only be ne- 
C:.*flary for me to fay a few,worcU on the raocje by which 
I got poflfeifion of the document, an extraft of whigh 
I am now to lay before your readers. Pafling along 
o.ie of &e ftre^cts in the weft end of the town laS 
p'ght about eleven.o'clQck, I happentd to obferve.a 
|^;.ipdle of papers lying qn the groui^ I was induced 
p 2 tp 
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lo ftoop down to pick it up ; and as I have a kind of 
propenfity to examine all papers that fall in my way, I 
haflened home to my lodgings to examine the contents 
of the parcel. On opening it, my expeftatioh of finding 
^ny thing valuable was far from being fanguine. It 
feemed to contain nothing but abfurd rhapfodtes, abufive 
of England, atid extolling the magnanimity and hc- 
roifm of the French chafafler. As the French prints 
furnifli us with plenty of this dull fluff, I Avasonr the 
point of throwing tTO whole Into my lumber-clofet, 
when my eye caught one paper, which, on reading a 
few fentences, I found to be no lefs than the rude 
iketch of a n^emorial, addreffed to M. Talleyrand by 
one of thofe cmiflajies, in the apprebenfiow of whom 
Government are now fo laudably employed* To give 
the whole in detail would occupy by far too much of 
your valuable paper, and therefore I have contented 
niyfelf with giving a faithful tranflation of a few cf 
the mod firiking paffagefi. it zipptzre that the author 
has made the tour of the greater part of tlie ifland, and 
from the metropolis he had prepared to fend off the re- 
fult of his inquiries to his governments But without 
further preface I proceed w^ilh this precious morfcl, • 

'* AigreeahJy to yourinftruftions, Citizen Minifter,' I 
took n)y departure for England, and was fortunate 
enough to reach PeaS without jencountering any acci- 
dent. In that quarter I began my refearches, but can- 
not conceal from yow that f was very much difappoinl- 
ed and chagrined at the very commencement of my la- 
bours. The people there ware Car from i)eing in that 
temper of mind which is at all fatisfaftory. There did 
not appear the flighleft apprehenfion of the rcfult of ttie 
invafion. Ou the contrary, I foujid the proud infoleiit 
iflanders fpeakingin terms of the utmoft contempt 'of 
our illuftrious Chit/, and the threats of the Great Na- 
tion. Every one feemidd to vie with his neighbour in 
expreffions of loya;lty 5 aud it is with deep regret I feel 

myfelf 
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myfclf compelled to jnform you. Citizen Minifter, that 
I did not meet with one man who had the lead notion 
of the blejjings of French liberty. Every where there 
was to be found nothing but the gvofCtA prrju^iicesy and 
the blindett attachment to their perfidious Government r 
So much for the temper of the inhabitants rn that dif- 
iriSt* It is with concern that the intclligeilce which 
Tam under the iieceifiiy of communicating to.you, is- 
far from being fo agreeable as could be vviflied relative to 
the enemy's Hate of pi^paration. The utmqft activity 
prevailed in comp}(jting the means of defence. The 
fignal-pofts are placed with tolerable judgment. The 
troops, which are much more numcroui> and btnter ap- 
pointed than I bad flattered myfelf Ifl'iould find them,, 
are not apparently much difmayed at the idea of cn- 
cpuntering our veteran legions'. I was really ihundcr- 
ftruck at \hQpnfumptton and conJideNce which fonie of the 
cprps difcovered. They talked much of Alexaudrii^y 
and alluded to the Firft Conful's achievements at Aifc 
in very indecent terms. I comforted myfelf with the- 
reflection that they will ere. long repent their temerity; 
The number of gun-bpats on this part of the co^ft is 
confiderable, ana a fpecies of force (lylcd fea fencibles 
aire conftantly praftifing manoeuvres, and exercifmj 
tfiemfelves with the great guns. Though totally igno- 
rant of any of the principles of gunnery, thefe men 
fomehow or other contrived to level their fliot with a." 
degree of jprecifion which^ I allow, afloniflicd me. An 
invading Iquadrbn could not makegoocj a landing with- , 
out confiderable difiicuUy ; but French bravery caa 
triumph over every obftacle ! ! 1 proceeded along the 
coaft from Deal to Dover, but faw nothing materially 
rfificrent in the temper of the inhabitants or the llate of 
tl^e fortifications. Near a place called Walmer I had 
an opportunity of feeing a body of volunteers exercif- 
ing; and as this was a new object, I refolved to infpecb 
them with minutenefs* The men were moflly all tall 
* a and 



atid vig^toui in tlkfir p^rfons. I could pertelvc', fibw- 
^ewt, at fTrft fight, that they bad nothing of th^ lock of 
r^ular troops, I hoped to find that they were abun- 
dantly awkward in their evolutions — but here again 1* 
Diiift 9WD that I was, tc^ a certain degree, diffappointed^ 
They did riot difcovcr, to be fare, any thing like prcci- 
fion; but I could not help remarking an appearance of 
l:hee^^uInef{^ zeal, and even enthufiaftn, which was to 
me altogether unaccountable. From the men my atten- 
tion was ne;(t direded to ^tall thin per/on jwho, in a mil^ 
lary viniferm, itvas f^'aggenng alonj theianks, and dt-"

^ foon learnt was no other than the Ex-miniiler^ Fifty 
who ha» a command in this diftri^ You know^ Ci- 
ttzen- Minifler, that th^ late war was odious to a lar« 
proportion of the mod intelligent perfons in England | 
yon know that this Miuifter incurred the hoflUity of 
the nation at lar^e, for the obflinaqy with which he 
pfofccufed a-coliteit, the injufliee andimpbttcy of whith 

•♦be great mafs oT the population condemned. On thir 
r^ceafioa I was anxious to hear fome expreflion of hia 
fhitimtnis,. and the manner i^ \*hkli >hey were^ew 
eeived-. It being the firft gieneral mufter of the corpsr^ 
IHtt addrefled them in a long" harangue. It was one of 
the moft arifuf which he ever delivered. He feemed 

Sarticularly anxious to avoid all topics which could lead 
ack the mind tb the hiftory of the bte war. He did 
not enlarge mttcb on the origin of the prefeot conteft. 
T\\t itiain drif^ of his ar^iment was to imprefs on the 
^corps that the country being at war^ and an invafion , 
being threatened, it was the duty of all good citizens 
to take up arms for the defence t>f the national liberty 
and independence. It would be needlefs for me to 
conceal from you that thefe fentiments were 'loudly 
applauded. He made fome very indecent refleilions on 
the charaSer ofthe FirR Conful, which alfo appeared 
to be extremely agreeable to the audience. 1 learnt, 

not 



not without furprife, that fome of the moft confiderable 
members of this corps were among the moft zealous 
and decided enemies of the late war, and the general- 
fyftem of the late Minifters. I lurfied aftde with difguit 
from the fight of men fo loll tb all f^nfe of liheriy^^ 
Ulumlnatim^ and happinefi ! I had now cot a clue lo 
unravel the myitery which hiriierto perplexed me. I 
was ,able to account for the abfurd prejudices of the 
people, by reflcfling that they were folely under the 
influence of a man who carries with him the curfes of 
every friend of the human race. I ilattered myfelf 
that this influence was not very extenfive, and that I 
ihould flud things take a nuicli more favourable turn 
in the interior. I determined, therefore, to proceed 
diredtly to the metropqlis. - Having Rayed a night at . 
Dover, tbe inhabitants of which lalioiir imder the 
^noStO. pnjudicis^ I renewed my journey in the morn- 
Kig* I jvas rather mortified to find that, as I advanced 
into the country, the profpeft was not at all more 
fleaftng. Siill 1 found the fame violent prcjndice?> 
the fame paflions predominant, the fame ignorance oj: 
ih^' jjrJviUgdS enjoyed by Frenchmen. 1 found the 
country provided with troops far beyond what I harf. 
anticipated. Of the militia regiments I am forry. ^a 
fay tlwit vei^ erroaeous ideas have prevailed in France^. 
From the reprefentations of Mr. Windhani and fome 
of bis friends, we were induced to fuppofe that they 
were ill-difciplined, ilUappointed, and altogether unfit 
for fervice. This is by no means a correft defcriptio». 
la the neighbourhood of one of the towns on uiy way 
to the metropolis I bad occafion to witnefs a review of 
fcven or eight regiments. It w^ eafy to fee that in • 
aSion they could noijiand before our brave troops^ yet 
it is impoffible not to allow that their appearance waa 
by no means unmlUtary. On the fame occafion I faw 
feveral corps of volunteers drawn out, and I could not 
help remarking their appearance of ardour to perfe6t 
p 4 thcmfclves 
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themfelves in military difcipline. It was impoffible not 
to lament the infatuation of the Englifli people, thus 
IfYiding themfelves the willing inllriiments of their per- , 
fidious Government. Force only can reclaim them froiii 
\.\\{:\f pervetjity^ and to force it now becomes neceflary" 
Min the Great Nation to appeal. Though di (heartened 
by all ihefe appearances, I was not wholly without hopes 
of feeing other more agreeable evidences of national 
fpirit. In the metropolis I hoped to find better fenti- 
ments and numerous partifans, and accordingly haften^* 
ed my journey through diflrifts where nothing pleafing 
prefented itfelf, to vifit a place where the public fenti- 
ments of the whole kingdom were concentrated/' 

Here, Mr. Editor; fuccecds a very curious defcriptic^n 
of the fiateof the metropolis. Ijaving, however, al- 
ready exceeded the bounds of a tetter^ I cannot now 
enter upon it. Should you judge the foregoing extraft- 
• worthy of a place in yo'ir paper, 1 may fenu the rc- 
niainder on fome future occafion *.

p^ROM my infancy I have been taught to confider you 
*• as a fuperior kind of aniiiial ; and fome degree of

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wifted-for occaiion arrived, at a period, fo awful as Hie 
prefent (a day *^ big with the fate of Rome" indeed) ;, 
but I forgot — the French arrogate that title to them* 
feives, and call you the Carthaginians. I admit that 
there is much juftice in the comparlfon, but I totally^ 
Any the conclufion which the French draw fron> 
thence. That Rome conqM^red Carthage is true; 
hut that the Carthaginians conquered ^hc Romans is 
alfo true ; and now, EritUh- Carthage only wants a^ 
Hannibal, not merely to drive the French Romans 
within their walls,, but to bury thtm in their ruins.. 

Taught by many years fatal experience,, in. my native 
and other countries, to fee the deceitful tyranny and 
opprelfion of the French only oppofed by bitter tears 
and heart-breaking lamentations, my foul bounded with, 
admiration to hear the different language held forttv 
by the lowed rank^ in your ever happy ifle, at a mo- 
ment when you are occupied in. the nobleft i^ruggle 
that ever engaged human exertions*- • 

After rather a tedious pa(1age, and feeing few or 
no (liips in the Channel^ which in/luced us to imagine 
that the threatened tntaiioa had actually taken place, 
v/e fpoke a fiQiing-boat, and all of us eagerly inquiring 
if the French bad made any attempt? an elderly man, 
turning the tobacco in his mouth, and with a degree of 
compofure which I (hall never forget, anfwered,"No — 
Bonaparte has other fifli to fry." 

Upon my landing,^ eager to pra6life my favourite 
language on its native foil,. I began with the waiter, by. 
inquiring what he thought of the invafion ? ^* It will end 
in nothing: Bonaparte wiOies to be waited upon; but 
if he comes here he muft wait upon us — ; — Coming, 
Sir !" and off he went, with as much indifference as if 
he had been fpeaking of the moft unintereiling fubje(9;i. 
In the chaife,' the poftboy replied to a (iniilar queilioo 
— '* No^ Bonaparte ha& other cattle to drive, d-m-ej 
if he comes here, weMl drive him to the d*— 1" — giving 
p 5 a fmack 
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a fmadr of bi^ whip, which made the horfes feel rfie 
fispertority of the rider, fiich as your navy may da lo 
Bonaparte. 

Upon my arrival m London I did as mod men dio 
in fimilar^circnmftances, inquired for a fliaverand hair- 
dreflTer, but was a litlte ferptifed tc^flnd them united* 
in one perfon (who, I do afliire you, poiCsrlTes many 
other gtiod qualities) ; his anfwer to my oonfiant quef- 
tion was — ** No > Bonaparte wiihes te Oiave, but ncrt 
to be lathered !" Not underftanding the tneanrng of 
this laconic reply, I confolted a lady (who by the by 
is pleafed to correct my Engliilif an advantage I cpuld 
not eafily meet with in another country, where the 
improvement of the female mind is little thought 
of); and (he told me, that by " fliaving one, is fometimes 
underftood deceiving nne ; and that lathering, meana a 
good heating/' In no language, or in no part of the 
world, have I heard fo much exprelE^ in fo few'words. 
He wiflies to fliave^ but not to be lathered, compre* 
hends the fum total of Bonaparte's political creed-^ 
but of him more hereafter. 

I muftnow raife my fphere a Mttle higher > but I am 
afraid I muft lower my tone, for I am forry to fay than 
among the more elevated ranks I do not meet that noble 
contempt of the French threats which is. to be met with 
below ftair3-^that is to fay, they allow the impoffibility 
of fuccefs, but iniift on the certainty of Bonaparte's at« 
tempting it, giving as a reafon, that his reputation is 
f at ftake, as he has pledged himfelf. How often has 
be pledged himfelf, and hovir often has he perjured htm-> 
felf ! But, als^s ! thofe very qualities which in fome 
countries, particularly Great Britain, muft have ren« 
dered him the mod aoje^l of wretches, contribute in 
France to gain him eulogiums: for there, men are 
efteemed by the degree of fuccefs which attends their 
/artifices; and the more infamous the villain, the more 
famous the KDan. Thus Bonaparte^ inftead of facing 

the 
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tine noble volunteers of England, the organmng of 
whom feems to ablbrb the faculties of your ifhini&rs, 
will defeat you by a corps lefs formidable in arms, but 
more (killed in politics-^l mean the corps diploma- 
tique. There, my friend John, you are weak indeed ; 
and I am much afraid, that while you are preparing fur 
the enemy in front, he will aflail you in a more vulne- 
rable part, and totally deftvoy your continental conJe* 
quence. Some of you exped: t nat Jiuffia will favour you, 
as it muil be her policy to oppofe the overgrowing power 
of France. Of this the Emperor is not ignorant. He 
^i^ell knows, that, were it not for the refinance of Gi^at 
Britain, France mull overwhelm his and every other 
country in Europe ; but he alfo knows, that there does 
i>ot ejiift a probfibility of Bonaparte's attempting the 
enterprife, nor a poflibility of its fucceeding if he did 
attempt it. He will, therefore, look coolly on,«and 
fee the two kingdoms grind each other's ftrength down.. 
In the mean time Bonaparte fends him daily couriers^ 
with every appearance of important miffions, when in 
reality it is only to confuU him upon plans which the. 
Corfican never intends to execute ; for what will not 
Bonaparte do to carry his point ? Bom a Corfican, fonae 
fay a Jew— educated a French peniiohnaire— profeffing 
Mahomedanifm, aadufurping the crown of his lawful' 
Sovereign, where can you fix bounds to histreachery i 
His objects in this line of conduct are twofold; he 
ilaiters and amufes.the Emperor, be frightens and 
confounds the intermediate powers of Denmark^' 
Sweden, and even Pruilia^ who, intimidated at the 
external appearance of ftridt iioipn between Ruffia and 
France, are willing to be at leiaft filent. The Emperor 
of Germany is not fo eafily cajoled ; but he diilrufts 
his neighbours, s^nd is uncertain of your fentiments*^ 
Jtaly is gone^ and remaining Spain and Portugal are 
fiift a«-going, unlefs you exert vourfclf to fave^them, 
and deprive Bonaparte of his almoil only pecuniary 
F 6 ^ fund. 
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fund. Roufe, John, roufe !— Nature never meanit you 
to confine yourfelf to your own ifland,-— Soar then from 
this flate of apathy to which your leaders have reduced 
you, and aflume your once boafted dignity in foreign 
courts. You can eafiiy defend your own park I grant 
jt| and I dare fay that your prefent tneafures are well 
enough dirc&ed to accomplifh that purpofc — but you 
well know that the Britifli foil produces poor grazing 
without foreign manure. Be affured Bonaparte win 
never attack you in your fields — but he will attempt to 
ftarve you out of them : awaken therefore to the fenfe 
of your real fituation, and prote^ thofe who have long 
^ven you food. 

Some fay, that if Bonaparte does not at lead make 
an attempt, he will lofe his afcendency in France : 
to which I will anfvver, that as the French are, even 
agreeably to one of their own authors, a nation of mon- 
keys or tigers, the monkey part will ever prefer doing 
mifchief without danger; nor is the tiger more fond of 
fighting, if he can fillhisftomach «vithout it. Believe 
me then, John, for fatal experience leads me to know 
Frenchmen well, Bonaparte's perfonal character will 
fcifier nothing in France for having amufed ypii with 
a cock and a null ilory, while he is preparing the way 
for more cafy conquers. While he is thundering the 
deftrufiton of England in the ears of all the powers in 
I^rope, through the trumpets of military ambafla- 
dors^ you are popping at his fifliiug- towns, which, how- 
ever convincing a proof that you areiiot afraid of him 
yourfelf, but weakly anfwers the noify vociferation 
which now diftingui(hes French diplomacy. 

As an individual, I am very willing to acknowledge 
my admiration of the dignified contempt with which 
ibme of you treat this bombaft ; but^ mv good friend 
John, dignified virtue has little to fay in diplomatic ne- 
gotiations. If you treat dire&ly with a Frenchman, 
lather him I 't is the only way ; he likes you the better 

for 
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for it, and will dread to (have you. But if you bppofe 
French influence in a third courts you mud lay afide 
fome part of your bluntnefs, and fight the enemy with 
equal weapons : but you are as much ilrangers to the 
artifice of foreigners, as foreigners are incapable ofjudg* 
ing of your virtues. How was I delighted to obferve on 
Sunday laft in a variety of places in the vicinity of Lon- 
don, the decent, orderly, and inftru£bive niocle of edu- 
cation peculiar to both fexes ! Heavens i how fupe* 
rior to the myfterious w^ks of a gloomy convent, or 
the fiill more libidinous precepts ot the prefeat French 
education, was (be decorum and modefty with which 
the young ladies of each boarding^fchool walked to 
church, and no lefs proper conduft of the young boys. 
In education, the bafis of all virtue, confiflis your great 
fuperiority, John ; but you really muft not expert to 
defeat French duplicity by Britifli honefty ; the old pro- 
verb, ** Honefty is the beft policy,'* is worn out of fa- 
(hion. * 

If foreigners are incapable of forming an adequate 
idea of your virtues, they know lefs of your loyalty and 
patriotifm. Here they are totally at alofs : they judge 
of your politica'l fentiments from the fpurious language 
of fiying vagabonds, who, when they get abroad^ 
think it manly to profefs new lights, and from the no 
lefs extravagant fpeeches in your Parliament of fome 
individuals. 

How often, in arguing with my countrymen on the 
ftate of Great Britain, have I been told that (he was a 
ruined nation ; quoting the authority of fpeeches 
in Parliament, where, they would add, no man dare 
fay fo if it were not true, and fpeeches that the French, 
take care to render familiar to foreign ears^ by having, 
them inferted in every public print in Europe where^ 
they have any influence, which^ I am forry to fay, is 
nearly the wkole contiuent. 

But I muft quit the French^ and contemplate the 

' more 
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more deltgbtfur profpe^ of Britifk unanimUy^ for a few 
defperate indtvkTuals are loft in fuch a community. Butj 
John, as you are ready to biirft with love and loyalty 
for your country and King, it would be wife to direA 
the irruption where it may more effisdually defeat ^he 
views ot the enemy — for, ihouki il be confined to your 
own foil} it may pour forth with a velocity which may 
(hake the conftitution it was meant to pi«ferve« 

It has been whifpered to me that fome overtures for 
a peace are going on — if fo, you are a mined nation 
indeed. I fee no difficulty in eftabliOiing a peace on a 
bafis which may fupport the dignity and intereft of both 
nations. But the French nation really have nothing ta 
do with this war ; it is a war of Bonaparte's ; and he • 
dare not agree (without a certainty of tumbling down 
flairs) to thofe terms which your honour, your intereft, 
ill ihort, every thing that can be dear to £no|i{hmen^ 
demands. 

A drawn battle would juft now fink you and raife 
Bonaparte, as much as a vigorous war muft raife you 
and nnk the French in the eyes of Europe. 

If, John, you underftand this fpecimen of my Eng- 
Iiih, and if you like my profc, you may hav^c much 
morc^of it, diref^ed tofpecific h&s, as I am well ac- 
quainted with continental politics^ of which you feem 
to be ignorant. I (hou)d alfo give you my name ; but, 
aUs ! the French rule my native country, to which, 
for the fake of my family, I muft return, to gain my 
bread by induftry, inftead of a coach and fix, in which 
I once drove. Cruel effefts of believing hi French 
fraternity ! However, the cxiftence that is IHII permitted 
us, however miferable, we owe lo you, as the French 
eonfidcr it neceffary to keep fome check on their de- 
vouring ambition until they fhall have deceived and 
•ruined the Englifh. May Almighty God avert fo fatal 
a blow to Chriftianity and humaHiity ! and may yoa 
long, my dear John Bull^ keep the iofemal fcorpion

A CIRCULAR LETTER OF ' BONAPARTE TO 
THE REMAINING POTENTATES- OF THE 

NORTH. 

B7 J. A. GRAGUA. 
GENTLEMEN, 

A S our concern for yonr welfare is not lefs im- 
^^ preffed in our heart than your own, it grieves us 
to obferve, that your late conduft in regard to that 
fpot of ground called Hanover, in which we thought 
it expedient to quarter fome troops, with the only 
view to be more at hand to proteft your territory, 
you put an unfavourable conftruftion on that prudent 
nieafure ; on other occafions it would have been more 
pointedly refented by us. We therefore think it ex- 
pedient to caution you to be in future more upon your 
guard towards our inveterate enemy, I mean thofe 
iflanders near us, envious of the profpcrity the Dutch 
enjoy, fince they had the good fenfe, Hftening to 
our friendly advice, to fubmit to our mild yoke. The 
happy condition of the Swifs, whom we . have taken- 
underour friendly care, ought to be another inducement 
to place full confidence in our fincere proceedings, in- 
(lead of provoking our anger with filly fears. Do not 
you fee, on our poflTeflSng Piedmont, with what eager- 
nefs the reft of Italy courts our friendfliip? The Li- 
gurians, the Etrurians, and the Neapolitans in par- 
ticular, open at all times their ports to our fleet, and 
are impatient to receive us, and offer their purfes 
without being requefted. What fliall we fay of the 
republic we have fo wifely eftabliihed among them ? 
Thefe new republicans, without the leaft folicitationj 
and rather contrary to our wifhes, in orcter to teftify 
their gratitude^ have unanimoully chofen.us &r their 

prefident. 
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prefident* — Tt grieves us much to fee thefe iflanders 
fo totally blind to their own intereft, as not to appre- 
ciate the bicHings which would inevitably attend them, 
if they would but ferioufly confider the flourifhing 
ftate of all the dominions under our beneficent pro- 
teftioa. If our folicitude in their behalf fliould once 
prevail upon them, our next care would be to complete 
the work we have already fo confiderably forwarded; to 
prevail upon the King of Spain to eftablifti his court 
at Mexico; a meafure which would highly contribute, 
not only to exempt him from keeping an army of ob- 
fervation upon his frontiers^ but likewife fecure for 
ever his galleons, now and then expofed to the rapacity 
of thefe iflandcrs. We are certain that Portugal 
would not hefitate a moment to prefer the enjoyment 
of the fweet climate of Brazil to her prefent iniigni- 
iicant ftate. We well know their fubj^dls are im- 
patient to partake the advantage of our liberty and 
proteSion. The fame blefUngs would attend you. 
Gentlemen; but as much depends upon your firm 
and fteady neutrality, fo neceflary to bring our projeft 
to an happy ifllie, it is of abfolute neceffity that no di- 
verfion fliould be attempted in favour of our enemy. 
We muft, however, caution you not to be mifled by 
its damnable libcirty of the prefs, mifreprefenting all my 
upright intentions. Though they have compelled me - 
to quit Egypt rather in a difgraceful manner, .and 
blackened with an hellifti malice the little feverity we 
have thought neceflary to be adopted there, which, m r 
fajft, was no more than what is authorized by military 
laws, they give out that we treacheroufly feized upon 
that land, when our views were only to civilize it. 
Therefore, if by chance any among you (hbuld truft 
too much in his own ftrength, and go fo far as to 
give advice again ft your intereft, we fliall take 
care to make him fenfiblc of his own, by pointing 
out to him and you the many bleflings which would 
attend our cordial folicitude, in order to cement the 

more 
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more your Union in our favour. In the firft placey 
the maritime code of lawg would become ulelefs; c:oq- 
fequenlly, we (hould hear no more of armed neu- 
trality, nor of free bottoms making free goods* 
In the fecond place> by taking your dates under otir 
protection, you would be quit of the expenJes of 
keeping a (landing army, the ceremony of making 
treaties, and fending and receiving ambafTadors. In 
a word, liberty and fraternity would be fpread and 
enjoyed every where. Our fenate would provide law^

IN feuding you to Britain I fend heroes to cope with 
'' raw pedlars and (hopkeepers* Hiftory bears witnefs 
that whenever the French and Britifl) have met, Britifh 
efTeminacy has always yielded to Gallic prowefs. If 
ever the French appeared to have the worft of a bbattle, 
it was from a great fcherae of policy, as may be fcenr 
in detail in the admirable productions which have 
iflued from the pens of Gafcon hiftorians. The battle 
of the Nile was loft by my exprefs orders; that, de- 
prived of our (hips, we might the more energetically 
dtfp!,ay our military heroifm ; and in Egypt wonderful 
were our works !

Let all thqfe 
who have endeavoured to roufe their countrymen to 
oppofe my will be facrificed. Let all promoters pf 
volunteer corps be brought into great iquares, and, 
according tb the revolutionary mode, from the mouths 
of cannon ceafe to be, or fend them to the hofjpitak. 
Let a lingering and torturing death recompenft the 
reviler of the conquering hero Pizarro, the iUrrer up 
of the people to rebellion againft my authority over 
the whole world, derived from God — as the bi(hops 
aforefaid are ready to bear teliimony.

- <le-campS) ordered the French flag to be hoi fled above 
the Englifli — the£nglifli failors on board, who at- 
4empti:d to refift the execution of this order, were 
i)ayonetted, and thrown overboard^ 

When he ,came to the Bank, he fmiled with com- 
p}aceney vupon a detachment of French grenacUejrs who 
had been fent to load all the bullion in waggons^ which 

, had been previoufly put in requifition bythe prefeA of 
XiondoD, Citizen Mbnxs^Aud, for the purpofe of being 
conveyed to France. The Directors gf the Bank were 
|)laced imder a lirong guard of French foldiers in the 
JBank parlour. 

From the Bank th« First Consul proceeded in 
^rand proce4flon along Cheapfide, St. Paul's, Ludgate 
Hill, fleet Street, and the Strand, to St. James's 
Palace. He there held a grand circle, which was at- 
tended by all his officers, whofe congratulations he re- 
ceived upon his entrance into the capital of thcfe once 
proud iftandcrs. Bonaparte, previoufly to his ar- 
rival, appointed two prefcdls, one for London apd one 
for Weftminfler. Citiz^in Mengaud, late com- 
milfary at Calais, is the prefeft of London, and Citi- 
>zen Rapp of Weftminfler. He alfo nominated Citizen 
FoucHE to the office of Minifter of Police. The 
Manfion-houfe has been felefted for the rcfidence of the 
prefefl: of London, and Northumberland Houfe for the 
rcfidence of the prefefl of Weftminfler. As it has been 
deemed neceflary to have the Minifter of Police always 

near 
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tiear rfve perfon of the Firft Conful, Marlberongh Houfe 
has been given to Citizen Fouche. Lodgings bate 
been prepared elfewhere for the late .owners of that 
fplendid palace. 

London was ordered to be illuminated, and detach- 
ments of French dragoons paraded the principal ftceets 
tind fquares, all night. 

1 1 Therm! dor* 

Bonaparte, at five o'clock in the morning, re- 
viewed the French troops on the Efplanade at the 
Horfe Guards. A council was afterwards held, at 
which the following proclamations were drawn up, 
and ordered to be polled in every 'part of the city :

Others again, with more moderation^ limit the 
deiinition of qu<ickery to thofe. ¥rho aflume a lead in 
any profeilion, or in aay walk of life to which they 
have not been regularly bred. .- Tbt» I confefs 1 like 
better, becaufe. it does not pretend ta include Locd 
Chancellors and Prime Miniftevs, inafrouch as Ihey 
have all ferved regular apprenticefhifM to their refpeAive 
callings. But ftiil it leads to confequences little Ids 
terrible. For if it is. IsUowed, we.fliall be infallibly 
led to denominate Mr* DnmUa (the great Lord Mel** 
viljej a:<|Uack.virarmiAilleri». becanfe be was not br^ 
to miliijiry purf\nt», but is itt vraltly aSooiifliadvocatt^ 
And, in like manner^ Mr. Wilherforee himfelf might 
be accounted a quack, becaufe, being bred a wai^ 
bouiVman, he iuidertakes to i|i(lni& the godly con* 
ceraing politics and yifeat reHgioou., 

But,if tbedefitution it inlifte^ od^ I willfubqiit t6»if»

But I will not go on with the eomparifon at ^reient 
farther than by remarking, that, notwitbftanding the 
high popularity that quacks of all profeffions uniformly 
enjoy, while in the exercife of their callings, yet, on 
their demife, it is not found fo difficult as one might 
imagine to fill up their place?. Thus the retiremeiTt of 
Dr. Brodum is borne by all ranks of perfpns with the 
greateft compofure. There are no lamentations heard 
m the ftreets that I know of, and the bills of mortality 
have not as yet (hewn any confiderable increafe of 
deaths. It is therefore to be prefumed that other me* 
dicines are found of as fanative virtue as his. 

In the fame manner, whejj Mr, Pitt retired, no 
earthquake was felt. The fun rofe, to my aftonifhment, 
as ufual. Every thing preferved its accuftomed courfe. 
Religion, focial order, folid fyftems of finance, fleets^ 
armies, loans, rebellions, majorities ; in (hort, all the 
mighty ob^edls which teemed juftly lo demand the vi- . 
gour ofa heaven-born minifter, have all of them quietly 
pafTed into the feeble hands of another. The. bow of 
Ulyfles has been bent by a puny whipfler; yel people 
feem to remark no difference. The old boots of Lord 
Grenville, now a Httle cleaned^ adhere well enough to 
the forry flianks of Lord Hawkefbury. Brother 
Bragge, I fuppofe, ihews as magnanimous an ignorance 
of his department as Windham did before him. Lord 
Eldon lays bis haiul to his heart with as much e^e^ 
againf^ Lord Grenville as formerly in his fupport. Tho 
fagacioiis Portland, the indefatigable Chatham, thd 
incompara^ble,Mr. William Ekindas (who reaiiy has a 
fpeck of m'md, akhough fo rareW vifible)^ all i«main in 
. . ' their 
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tbeir places^ and add uniformity if not ftr^gth to their 
principals. Befides,. the fpiritual arm is fupported, aa 
It was before, by Brother Hiley aild Nicodemus. la 
fbort^ if it were not for the quality of ill-nature which 
they pofleffed in fo high pcrfeftion, the former great 
quacks^lnight almoft be forgotten in the prefence of 
their fuccetfors. 

I mud own, however, that, notwithflanding my 
reverence for quacks, I think the people (bould not 
truft them entirely with iheir concerns. Accordingly 
I am pleafed to fee the fpirit (of late become fo {preva- 
lent amongft us) of looking a little after our own condi- 
tutions, whether phyiical or political ; and I am well 
perfuaded we cannot take a better method for fecuring 
both, than that we have fo generally adopted, of a ro 
gular courfe of exercife in the mornings.

Scene^ the Shore at Calais ; the Speaker looking vii/hfully towards 
England, 
[From the Oiacle] 
''ELL ! here I am at laft, arrived on the borders of thit 
narrow channel which feparates me from the country I 
have vowed to conquer. — Is this to be, to me, a Rubicon or 
a Hellefpont f Shall I return covered with laurels, Irke 
CiESAR; or in a cock -boat, loaded with (hame and con- 
fufion, like the proud potentate of Alia ? What a queftion ! 
Do I moft refemble the warlike Roman, or the luxurious 
Emperor ? The anfwer to that queftion decides my deftiny.— 
Yes, the proud iflanders fliall be laid low ; and on my return 
from thence, Talleyrand, the debauched and debauching 
Talleyrand, ihall a6t towards me the part of the flatter- 
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log and luxurious Marc Antony. The imperial diarlfm^ 
prefented by his hand, fhall bind my [irow ; nor dare my 
obedient flaves, li^c the iawle& rabble at Ropie^ utter either 
a groan or a lamentation. — But ah ! though I am not like 
X^ERZEs, neither are my enemies like His : they are not 
indeed braver^ but they arc far more numerous, and. they are 
mailers of the ocean. — Republican bravery and enthufiafni 
irprcfented this paflage as narrow and eafy ; but it is more 
than tuenty times the width of that which icparnics -Europe 
Hid J/fia. — The army of Xerxes was feven days and feven 
nights employed in paffing one mile, and we expe£t to pafs 
twenty-one miles in one day and one night I — No, it is an 
iiiufion : it will never do ; but I cannot draw back, and my*^ 
failure will be attended with my utter dcftruftion. — If I be- 
come the fcorn of France^ I miift remember the memorable 
fentencc of Mirabeau : — *' From the Capitol to the Tar- 
peian Rock there is but a ftep." Yes, and that ftep is on a 
(iecliviry. If I do not fucceed, I can but die ; and what is 
dtaih to mt f I ought rather to wi(h for it, I have no friend, 
no confident, no well-wifher. £ven my wife hates, abhors, 
aiid defpifcs me. Accudomed to ihofe hot hours of pleafure, 
where, if there is not always love, there is at leau liberty 
and equality, ihe ihrinks from, the cold embtnce of an un- 
controiied mafter. Every human face around me is but a 
mirror, or a maflc, reprefenting my own counrenan^e, and 
difguifing itfelf. If 1 am fad, they are fad ; if I am gay, 
they are joyful in outward (how ; hut in reality the feelings 
are all the lame — fear, envy, and hatred towards me. V\'hj\t 
then is death to me? The end of mifery here, whatever there 
niay be hereafter. Yes, hereafter^ though at that word I 
tremble ; and why do I tremble for the time to come f Bccaufe 
I remember the time putft. The remembrance of my deeds 
in Italy, in Egypt, covers futurity with a funeral crape. But 
enough — I can bear it no longer. What is to me the paft, 
which is gone; or that future vvhich may never be? The 
prefeut is mine ; and a6tions, not thoughts, are to my pur- 
pofe. — Ambition! Revenge! be ihele my deities. — Britain 
muft fall, and the world bend to Bonaparte; or I muft 
f^lj, and the world be free. Jf I rife, I fliail rife high ; if 
I muft fall, I fhall fall terribly : but I truft ftill to my genius 
and my fortune^ which have never yet long forfaken me. — 

There 
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There is but a little fpot between me and uaiverfal dominion^ 
and that is ^ibion ; but I mufl confider my enemy as an in- 
habitant of the water, not of the laud, and a<5l accordingly. 
We run down the lion and the tiger in the chafe ; even the 
timid and harmlefs animals of the air and of the field are de* 
•ftroycd in an inftant; but with the inhabitants of the deep 
^we play, till they have fetigued thennifelves, and become an 
.eafy . prey.-^— We firft deceive them, when we alternately 
lengthen, and withhold, till efforts are vain, and reiiftance 
becomes impoflible. — We muft wafte England \ it cannot be 
taken by Jiorm, — It is larger than j^cre^ and it is not defended 
by Muffulmen. But, in order to wafte that great country 
(tor even its enemies allow its greatncfs) we muft menace, 
.threaten, and attack in every different way, in every difFerenX 
place, in everv different quarter. All the nations on the 
•Continent will remain neuter, and look on in hopes of (har- 
ingin the commerce of the miodern Garth^ge ; while! fliall 
return triumphant with the fpoils.
